DISA STR O U S FL O O D S. 


T o w n s in th e W est U n d er W a ter, a n d tlie 
P e o p le P a n ic-S trick en . 


L y o n s 
(Mich.), February 
1 1 th —The 
flood here is sim ply terrible. 
A panic has 
seized some of the people, and it is im pos­ 
sible to get estimate of losses. The water in 
some (daces is four feet deep in m any resi­ 
dences, and the same state of affairs pre­ 
vails in the storerooms. Everybody is m ov­ 
ing or preparing to move. 
Last night was 
the most exciting the village has ever ex­ 
perienced. 
Up to last night three build­ 
ings had been washed away and demol­ 
ished and many others were badly dam ­ 
aged. 
A t M uir the sam e serious conditions pre­ 
vail, and m erchants have abandoned their 
stores. Advices from other points are to 
the same eflect, but Lyons seems to be the 
worst. Three Rivers is surrounded with 
water. 
Alt the shops have been closed at 
this point. 
Im m ense lum ber piles are 
afloat. The Lake Shore Railway track is 
in great danger of being washed away. At 
Owosso seven inches of snow fell last night 
and the river is still rising. At Monroe the 
river has been slowly rising for -the last 
twenty-four hours, but the ice has broken, 
giving free passage to the lake. T he banks 
of the river are lined with im m ense walls 
of ice, rising eight or ten feet above the 
present high-w ater m ark, and great tields 
of ice of the same thickness till all the 
streets adjacent to the river. 
At Jackson 
th £ pressure of water in Grand river and 
in the m ill pond above the city was too 
great, and last night all the sluices were 
opened, with the result that the water rose 
several feet,and the Grand T runk bridge is 
now under water. 
The cellars in the busi­ 
ness blocks in the center of the town are all 
flooded from eighteen to thirty inches. The 
State Fair grounds are completely sub­ 
merged, and on a large tract of land in the 
southern part of the city the water is up to 
the floors of the dwellings. 
The prison 
walls stand in the m idst of the lake. 


THE SITUATION AT JACKSON, MICH. 


J a c k s o n (Mich.), February 11th. — A 
slight abatem ent of the flood was noticed 
last night, but it is raging in great fury 
this m orning. 
Rain fell in torrents until 
about m idnight, when it changed to snow, 
and by daylight fully eight inches of snow 
and sleet had fallen. There is a regular 
northwester, w ith high wind. The water 
has risen two feet in the last four hours, 
and is still rising, the people working night 
and day to save their property. 
Maple 
and Grand rivers unite here, and both are 
raging. 
It is impossible to give a complete 
estim ate of the danger done. Should the 
Lansing ice reach here before the gorge 
gives way, all the business places on the 
north side of Main street will be washed 
away. A rough estim ate of the damages 
m ake an aggregate between $70,000 and 
$100,000. 


PEOPLE ABANDONING THEIR HOMES.

W 
a y n e (Ind.), February 11th.— 
T he M aumee and St. Marvs rivers raised 
five feet last night, and the flood now 
threatens to surpass the one four years ago. 
M any persons have removed to the upper 
stories of their residences, or abandoned 
them altogether. There is great distress 
am ong the families in the flooded portions 
between Toledo and F ort W ayne. The 
water is rising six inches per hour, and the 
city m ust shortly be cut ofl from all com­ 
m unication from the north.

ST R IK E S. 


T lie M en O rd ered O nt Y 'esterday D e c lin e 
to «Join th e A rray o f Id le rs. 
X ew Y'ouk, February 11th.—The order 
calling on the engineers employed on the 
steam ships and railroad piers to go on a 
strike, so lar as the piers of the river fronts 
are concerned, has proven a dead letter. A 
visit to the docks this m orning failed to 
discover a single instance where the sta­ 
tionary engineers had quit work. 
A visit 
to thebrew cries showed that all of the em ­ 
ployes were at work, and the men stated 
th at they have positively refused to obey 
orders to" stop work and join the arm y of 
strikers. 
The eccentric engineers refused point 
blank to obey the order of the District As­ 
sem bly of K nights of Labor. 
A t the head­ 
quarters of the Assembly this m orning the 
reports of the delegates who have been 
sent to see w hat steps the engineers were 
taking in the m atter of obeying the order, 
reported that the men refused to quit work. 
Reports from 
different 
breweries were 
equally discouraging, and it was generally 
adm itted that the last etfort of No. 49 had 
proven a failure. A num ber of ’longshore­ 
m en stood around the headquarters,^tnd 
several of them openly declared that they 
would go to work uuless more financial aid 
lrorn their Union was granted them . 
A 
sim ilar opinion was expressed by other 
m en. and ’ it would not be surprising if 
there was a general break in the ranks of 
the strikers at any m om ent. 


FREIGIÍT-UANDI.ERS W EAKENING. 
The freight-handlers formerly employed 
on the New York and N orthern Railway 
yesterday sent a delegate to Agent Allen to 
ask the foreman to take back the strikers 
w ithout exception. 
H e replied lhat, as the 
U nion men had struck work w ithout giv­ 
ing warning, they could not come back. 
All the new men have been promised per­ 
m anent situations, and were giving satis­ 
faction. 
At the Maine line dock, nil of the strikers 
have returned. 
At the Mallory line dock, 
the Superintendeni will have none of the 
strikers, the new m en taking their places 
giving satisfaction. 


THE STREET CAR STRIKE AT BOSTON. 


B o s t o n , February 11th.—At flo’clock this 
m orning the South Boston Horse Railroad 
Company started out the first car that has 
been run over the road since the strike be­ 
gan. 
Other cars have been sent out since. 
In everv case they had four, and some of 
them six policemen aboard. 
Crowds of 
hoodlum s along the road greeted each car 
w ith yells, and hurled sticks and stones 
and mud at the windows. 
Serious trouble 
is expected in South Boston if the cars are 
ru n to-night.

N e w Y o r k , February 11th.—The annual 
festival of the Board of Trade and Trans­ 
portation, soon to 
occur at the Hotel 
Brunswick, is expected to bring together 
m any of tne most distinguished m en of the 
country, and especially such as have been 
prom inently identified with large business 
interests. The list includes the Governor 
of the State, United States Senators Cul- 
loru.

M cKinlev, Comptroller Tren- 
holm , George A. Childs, General Sherm an, 
Collector Magone, General Horace Porter, 
and Frederick Frayley, President of the 
National Board of Trade. The Board of 
Trade and Transportation claims to have 
exercised positive influence in procuring 
the adoption of the interstate commerce 
hill by its peristent agitation of the ques­ 
tion lor years past, and on this occasion it 
proposes to do a little self-coDgratuiation 
in a modest way. 
M oney T estim o n ia l for l»r. M cG Iynn. 
N e w Y o r k , February 11th.—The com­ 
mittee appointed at the Catholic mass 
meeting in Cooper Union January 19:h 
will issue a call, in behalf of Dr. McGIynn, 
to the workingmen of New York, in to­ 
day's issue of the Statulard. The tight be­ 
tween the priest and his superior, it de­ 
clares. “ is not alone the fight of a Catholic 
body.” The injury done to Dr. McGIynn, 
it holds, was a blow aimed at the whole 
people, and it urges that the blow be re­

W a s h i n g t o n , February ll'h .— In the 
Senate Stanford introduced a bill to provide 
for m ortars and heavy guns for the arm ­ 
am ent for the forts and coast defenses and 
vessels of the United States. 
Manderson, from the Committee on M ili­ 
tary Aflairs, reported the bill granting the 
Salt Lake and Fort Douglas Railway Com­ 
pany the right of way across the Fort 
Douglas m ilitary reservation in Utah. 
T he Senate bill appropriating $100,000 
for the im provem ent and enlargem ent of 
Court-house and Postottice at Omaha, was 
passed. 
The Senate then resumed consideration 
of Eads’ Tehuantepec bill, and H oar con­ 
cluded his argum ent in support of it. The 
bill was then laid aside temporarily. 
Dolph introduced a bill to authorize 
1 talles (,'ity. Or., to construct a bridge across 
the Columbia river. 
The Senate bill to authorize the Billings, 
Clarke’s Fork and Cooke City Railway 
Company to construct anti operate a rail­ 
way through the Crow Indian Reservation, 
was passed. 
The Senate hill granting the Utah Mid­ 
land Railroad Company the right of way 
through the Uncoinpahgre and Uiutah re­ 
servations, in Utah, was passed. 
The Senate then proceeded to the con­ 
sideration of the Postoflice appropriation 
bill. 
Plum b, a member of the Committee on 
A ppropriations, having charge of the hill, 
m ade an explanatory statem ent. W ith the 
exception of a single item, he said, the bill, 
so far as the appropriation of m oney went, 
was ju st as it came from the House, and 
that it was precisely according to the esti­ 
mates of the Department. 
The House bill was amended by insert­ 
ing an item providing that no boxes for the 
collection of mail m atter by carriers shall 
be placed inside of any building, except a 
public building, or a building which is 
freely open to the public during business 
hours, or a railroad station. 
The am endm ent as to the transportation 
of the South American mails was not taken 
up for consideration, as it was expected to 
lead to a debate, and the bill was laid aside 
till to-morrow. 
The Senate bill for negotiation with the 
Shoshone and Bannock tribes of Indians, 
for the relinquishing of the title toso much 
of the lands of the F ort H all reservation as 
is required lor the uses and purposes of the 
U tah and Northern 
Railway Company 
and Oregon Short Line Company was 
passed. 
The House bill to divide the Western 
Judicial District of A rkansas into two di­ 
visions, was passed, with amendm ents. 
The Senate bill granting to the State of 
California five per cent, of the net proceeds 
of the sales of lands in that State was 
passed—y eas,-11; nays, 5. The nays being 
George. Maxey, Riddleberger, Saulsbury 
and Vance. 
T he House hill empowering the Fort 
W orth and Denver City Railway Company 
to construct and operate a railway through 
Indian Territory was passed. 
A motion to reconsider the vote passing 
it was entered by Platt, so that he might 
have tim e to exam ine it and the Senate 
adjourned till to-morrow.

W a s h i n g t o n , February 11th.—At 3:40 
the President’s Private Secretary was an­ 
nounced. 
H e presented a message from 
the President, transm itting w ithout his ap­ 
proval the dependent pension bill. The 
reading of the message was followed with 
an attention m ore strict than is generally 
accorded to such documents. 
At its conclusion, Matson moved that 
the bill and accompanying message be re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Invalid Pen­ 
sions, promising that they would be re­ 
ported back within the coming week. The 
motion was agreed to—137 to 27.

N e w 
Y o r k . February lltli.—The an­ 
nouncem ent, via Panama, lhat the cholera 
has passed the Cordilleras, and is now in 
the interior of Chile, as if m aking for the 
Pacific coast, is the occasion of some dis­ 
cussion at sanitary headquarters, as there 
is frequent steam ship communication be­ 
tween the Chilean and Peruvian ports and 
the isthm us. It is thought more than prob­ 
able that it will find its way to the isthm us 
before long. The most experienced men 
connected with the Board of H ealth and 
the quarantine authorities are of the opin­ 
ion that it is the duty of the acting M ayor 
to issue a proclamation, urging upon the 
people of every class to co-operate with the 
m unicipal authorities in improving the 
sanitary condition of the city before the 
approach of the warm weather, so as to be 
prepared for emergency. The Board will 
also send urgent petitions to Albany in 
favor of the imm ediate passage of the bill 
now pending in the Assembly, to place the 
entire teneiuent-houses system under a 
commission clothed with such powers as 
will enable.them , as occasion may require, 
to sum m arily suppress a nuisance and deal 
with contagious diseases w ithout recourse 
to existing red tape m ethods.

A l l i a n c e (Ohio), February 11th.—A ter­ 
rible wind-storm. am ounting almost to a 
cyclone, struck the town of Louisville, 
Ohio, twelve miles west of this place, about 
9 o'clock this m orning. Seven dwelling 
houses were razed to the ground, a large 
woolen mill partly destroyed, the Catholic 
church and Sem inary badly damaged, and 
the large brick building occupied by Jam es 
T hurin was blown into the street. Scarcely 
a chim ney in the town was left standing. 
Several persons were more or less injured, 
none fatally, so far as learned. The loss to 
property will exceed $100.000. 
Serious 
damage is reported from Tyrone. Pa., but 
particulars are lacking, telegraphic comm u­ 
nication throughout western Pennsylvania 
and eastern Ohio being seriously interrupted 
owing to the high winds and heavy rain­ 
storms. A t Wooster, Ohio, the top of the 
Lutheran church tower was blown ofl and 
the residence of M. K. H urd was wrecked 
by the falling timbers. Several residences 
were unroofed.

Bulgaria. Eastern Roum ania and Servia. 
The powers have been notified of the fact, 
and asked to m ake suitable representa­ 
tions at St. Petersburg, and call on the 
Russian Government to cause their agents 
to desist.

States come statem ents that Russian occu­ 
pation of Bulgaria shortly is regarded as 
inevitable.

The schooner Lucy Harvey, which has 
arrived at Philadelphia, was overrun with 
centipedes on the voyage from Hayti. 
The latest candidate for Interstate Com­ 
merce Commissioner in the field for the 
Pacific coast is J. H . Wise, of San F ran­ 
cisco. H e is strongly backed for the place. 
Deputy Sheriff Sheedy arrested in Nog­ 
ales, A. T., a Mexican named Ramon Mon­ 
tana, alias Helf, who in October last killed a 
woman in Tucson by cutting her throat. 
M ontana has been lodged in jail. 
Sir John Lister Kaye has formed a com­ 
pany with $G,000,1-100 capital for cattle ranch­ 
ing in the northwest Territories. 
H e is at 
present in Montreal, but will soon go to 
California to complete arrangements. 
Three deaths have resulted in the family 
of farmer Daggett, near Glenville, Neb., 
from eating poisoned prunes. 
How the 
deadly drug got into the fruit is not yet 
known. The m other and one child and 
the father-in-law have died since Tuesday, 
while two children and the father are in a 
dangerous condition. 
Tlie Buda-Pestb Journal urges Austria to 
attack Russia before the latter has com­ 
pleted preparations on the lower Danube. 
It says: W ar is inevitable, and it is better 
to begin fighting before the Balkan States 
have been 
Russianized. A ustria would 
thus secure an alliance w ith Servia and 
Bulgaria, giving her 
100,000 additional 
troops. 
Quite a bitter feeling exists between the 
publishers of the daily papers and the 
members of the Typographical Union at 
Los Angeles, over the action of the latter 
in raising the price of composition. The 
form er have entered their protest against 
the arbitrary 
method 
of 
the increase 
adopted by tlie union without consulting 
the publishers. 
One of the gang of Italians working in 
place of the striking grain-shovelers, at the 
Erie basin. Brooklyn, fell into the shnte, 
Thursday, on the fifth floor of the elevator 
and was dug out dead on the third floor. 
The frequent disappearance of unskilled 
Italians has been noted lately, but it was 
supposed that they were persuaded by the 
strikers to quit. The belief is general now 
that the men have been suffocated by fall­ 
ing into the sbute and then carried with 
the grain into the ship and so borne off to 
foreign ports. 
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HOUSEHOLD ITEMS. 


Sandpaper 
will 
whiten ivory 
knife 
handles that m ay have become yellow 
w ith use or age. 
Simplest polish for oiled furniture—rub 
oiled furniture with a woolen cloth satur­ 
ated slightly w ith oil. 
A brilliant black varnish for iron stoves 
and fireplaces is made by stirring ivory- 
black into ordinary shellac varnish. 
W hite paint that has become discolored 
may be nicely cleaned by using a little 
whiting in the water for washing. 
A good cement for china is ordinary car­ 
riage varnish; if put together neatly the 
fracture will be hardly perceptible, and it 
is not affected by water. 
Carpets, after the dust has been beaten 
out, may be brightened by scattering upon 
them corn meal m ixed with salt, and then 
sseeping it off. Mix salt and meal in equal 
proportions. 
Lockjaw, which so often follows the ru n ­ 
ning of a rusty nail into the tlesh, may be 
cured by sim ply sm oking the wound, or 
any bruise or wound that is inflamed, with 
burning wool or woolen cloth. Twenty 
m inutes’ application of this remedy will 
take the pain out of the worst wounds, and 
repeated once or twice it will allay the 
worst case of inflammation. 
Boiling water should not be poured over 
tea trays, japanned goods, etc., as it will 
m ake the varnish crack and peel o ff; have 
a sponee wet with waim water and a little 
soap, if the tray be very dirty, and rub it 
with a clo th ; if it looks sm eary dust on a 
little flour, then rub it with a cloth. If the 
trays get marked, take a piece of woolen 
cloth with a little sweet oil and rub on the 
marks. 


T i i e S u n f l o w e r .—Ferhaps there are but 
few of the many settlers of Antelope valley 
that are aware of the many uses to which 
the sunflower can be put. Single heads of 
the mammoth Russian sunflower measure 
from twelve to .twenty-two inches in diam­ 
eter, and yield at the rate of 120 bushels 
per acre. 
All poultry-breeders value it 
highly as an excellent, cheap food for fowls. 
They eat it greedily, fatten well on it, and 
obtain a blight lustrous plumage and shin­ 
ing healthy condition, better than on al­ 
most any other seed. It is the best egg- 
producing food for poultry. Its leaves also 
make a capital fodder. 
In south Russia 
and also some of the States where coal is 
scarce, it is grown for fuel. The stems burn 
as well as oak. and the heads, including the 
seed, burn better than the hardest coal. 
Three quarts will sow one acre. 
It is 
planted any time from early spring to the 
middle of July. The seed is also recom­ 
mended as an excellent food for horses, and 
it is considered that a fine quality of oil 
can be manufactured from the seed.—An- 
lelope Valley Hews.

W a s h i n g t o n , February 11th.—The fol­ 
lowing is the text of the I’resident's m es­ 
sage vetoing the dependent parents’ pension 
b ill: 
To the House o) Representatives: I here­ 
with return, w ithout m y approval, the 
House bill No. 1457, entitled “an Act lor 
the relief of 
dependent 
parents 
and 
honorably 
discharged 
soldiers 
and 
sailors who are now disabled and depend­ 
ent upon their own labor for support.” 
This is the first general bill that lias been 
sanctioned by Congress since the close of 
the late civil war perm itting a pension to 
soldiers and sailors who served in that war 
upon the ground of service and present 
disability alone, and in entire absence of 
any injuries received by casualties or inci­ 
dents of such service. 
W hile 
by al­ 
most constant legislation since the'close 
of the war, there lias been compensation 
awarded for every possible injury 
re­ 
ceived as the result of m ilitary service 
in the Union ■ arm y, and while a great 
num ber of laws, passed for lhat purpose, 
have been adm inistered with great liberal­ 
ity. and have been supplem ented by num ­ 
erous private acts to reach special cases, 
there has not, until now, been an avowed 
departure from the principle thus far ad­ 
hered to, respecting Union soldiers to whom 
the bounty of the Governm ent in the way 
of pensions is generally bestowed, when 
granted to those who in this m ilitary 
service and in the line of m ilitary duty 
have in a greater or less extent been dis­ 
abled. But it is a m istake to suppose that 
service pensions, such as are permitted by 
the second section of the bill under con­ 
sideration, are new to our legislation. 
In 1818, thirty-five years after the close 
of the 
Revolutionary 
war, there were 
granted bounties to soldiers engaged in that 
struggle, conditional upon the service until 
the end of the war, or for a term not less 
than nine months, and requiring every 
beneficiary under the Act to be one who 
is, or who, after by reason of his reduced 
circumstances in life, shall be in need of 
assistance from his country for support. 
A nother law of like character was passed 
in 1828, requiring service “ to the close of 
the Revolutionary war.” And still another, 
passed in 1832. provides for those persons 
not included in the provisions of the stat­ 
ute, but who served two years at the same 
tim e during the war, and giving a propor­ 
tionate sum to those wiio had served not 
less than six m onths. 
A service pension law was passed for the 
benefit of soldiers of 1812 in theyear 1871— 
fifty-six years after the close of that war— 
which required only sixty days’ service : 
and another was passed in 1878—sixty- 
three years after the war—requiring only 
fourteen days’ service. The service pen­ 
sion bill passed at this session of Congress 
—thirty-seven years after the close of the 
Mexican war—for the benefit of sodiers of 
that war, requires either some degree of 
disability or dependency, or that the claim ­ 
ant under its provisions should be 02 years 
of age ; and in either case that he should 
have served sixty days, or been actually 
engaged in battle. 
It will be seen lhat the bill of 1818 and 
the Mexican pension bill, being thus passed 
nearer the close of the wars in which its 
beneficiaries were engaged than the others 
—one thirty-five years and the other thir­ 
ty-nine years after the term ination of such 
wars—embraced persons who were quite 
advanced in age, assumed to be compara­ 
tively few in num ber, and whose circum ­ 
stances. dependence ami disabilities were 
clearly defined and could be easily fixed. 
Other laws referred to appear to have 
been passed at a tim e so remote from the 
m ilitary service of the persons which they 
embraced, that their extrem e age alone 
was deemed to supply the presum ption of 
dependency and need. The num ber of en­ 
listed men in the Revolutionary war is 
stated to be 309.791, and in the war of 1812, 
578,022; but it is estimated that on account 
of repeated re enlistm ents the num ber of 
individuals engaged in these wars did not 
exceed otto-half of the num ber represented 
by these figures. 
In the war with Mexico 
the num ber of enlistm ents is reported to be 
112,230, which represents a greater propor­ 
tion of individuals engaged than th e n - 
ported enlistm ents in two previous wars. 
The num ber of pensions granted under all 
laws to the soldiers of the Revolution is 
given at 02 009; to soldiers of the W ar of 
1812 and their widows, 00,178. and to sol­ 
diers of the Mexican war and their widows, 
up to Ju n e 30, 1885, 7,019. This num ber 
of pensions was granted to soldiers of a 
war involving m uch hatdship, for the dis­ 
abilities incurred are the result of such serv­ 
ice, and it was not till w ithin 
the last 
m onth that a few of the rem aining sur­ 
vivors were awarded a service pension. 
The war of the rebellion terminated 
nearly twenty-two years ago. The num ber 
of men furnished for its prosecution is 
stated to be 2,772,408. 
No corresponding 
num ber of statutes have ever been passed 
to everv kind of injury or disability in­ 
curred in the m ilitary service any where. 
Under 
the 
Statutes 
501,57G, pensions 
have been granted from the year 1801 to 
June 30. 1880, and m ore than 20,000 pen­ 
sioners have been added to the rolls by 
private Acts passed to meet cases, m any of 
them of questionable m erit, which the 
general laws did not cover. On the first 
day of July, 1880, 305,073 pensioners of all 
classes were upon the pension rolls, of 
whom 305,005 were survivors of the war of 
the rebellion, and their widows and de­ 
pendents. For the year ending June 30, 
1887, $75,000,000 have been appropriated for 
the payment of pensions, aiid the amount 
expended for that purpose from 1861 to July 
1, 1880, is $308.624,811 51. 
W hile annually 
paying out such a vast sum for pensions 
already granted, it is now proposed by the 
bill under consideration to award a service 
pension to soldiers of all wars in which the 
United States has been engaged, including, 
of course, the war of the rebellion, and to 
pay those entitled to the benefits of the Act 
$12 per m onth. So far as it relates to the 
soldiers of the late civil war, the bounty it 
affords them is given thirteen years earlier 
than it has been furnished to soldiers of any 
other war. and before n large majority of its 
beneficiaries are advanced in age beyond 
the strength and vigor of the prime of life. 
It exacts only a m ilitary or naval service of 
three months, w ithout any requirem ent of 
actual engagement with an enemy in bat­ 
tle, and without subjection to any of toe 
actual dangers of war. The pension i* 
awards is allowed to enlisted men who have 
not 
suffered 
the 
least 
injury, disa­ 
bility, 
loss 
or 
damage 
of 
any 
kind, incurred in, or in 
any degree 
referable to their m ilitary service, including 
those who never reached the front at all, 
and those discharged from the rendezvous 
at tlie close of the war, if discharged three 
m onths after enlistm ent. 
Under the last 
call of the President for troops, in Decem­ 
ber, 1804, 11,303 men were furnished who 
were thus discharged. 
The section allowing this pension does, 
however, require—beside a service of three 
m onths and an honorable discharge—'bat 
those seeking the benefit of the Act shall 
be such as “ are now or may hereafter be 
suffering from m ental or physical disabil 
itv, not the result of their own vicious 
habits or gross carelessness, which incapaci­ 
tates them for the performance of labor, 
in such degree as to render them unable to 
earn a support, and who are dependent 
upon their daily labor for support. 
It pro­ 
vides, further, That such persons shall, 
upon m aking proof of the fact, be placed 
on the list of invalid pensioners of the 
United States, and be entitled to receive 
for such total inability to procure their sub­ 
sistence by daily labor, $12 per m onth, 
and such pension shall commence from 
the date of the filing of the application in 
the Pension Office, upon proof of the disa­ 
bility that then existed, and to continue 
during the existence of the same in the de­ 
gree herein provided: provided, that per­ 
sons who are now receiving pensions un­ 
der the existing laws, or ' whose claims 
are pending in the Pension Office may, 
by application to th e Commissioner of 
Pensions in such form as be may prescribe, 
receive the benefit of this Act.” 
It is manifestly of the utmost import­ 
ance that the statutes, like pension laws, 
sbonld 
be 
liberally 
administereo. 
as 


measures of benevolence, in behalf of 
worthy beneficiaries,and should adm it of no 
uncertainty as to their general objects and 
consequences. 
Upon careful consideration 
of the language of the section of the bill 
above given, it seems to tue to be so un­ 
certain, and liable to such conflicting con­ 
structions, and to be subject to such unjust 
and mischievous application, as to alone 
furnish sufficient ground fur disapproving 
the proposed legislation. Persons seeking 
to obtain the pension provided by this sec­ 
tion 
m ust 
be 
now, 
or 
iterealter, 
first, “ be 
suffering 
from 
mental 
or 
physical disability: 
second, "such disa­ 
bility m ust not be the result of their own 
vicious habits or gross carelessness;” third, 
“ such as incapacitates them- from labor in 
such degree as to render them unable to 
earn a s u p p o rtfo u rth , “ they m ust In d e­ 
pendent upon their daily labor tor sup­ 
port ;" fifth, “ upon proof of the condi­ 
tions they should be placed on the lists of 
invalid pensioners ol the United States, 
and be unable to procure tbeir subsistance 
y daily labor.” 
It is not probeble that the words last 
quoted, “ Such total inability to procure 
their subsistence by daily labor,’' at all 
qualifies the conditions prescribed in the 
preceding language of the section. The 
“ total inability ” spoken of must be such 
an inability ; that is, inability already de­ 
scribed and constituted by the conditions 
already detailed in previous («arts of the 
sections. 
It thus becomes im portant to 
consider the m eaning and scope of these 
last mentioned conditions. The mental 
and physical disability spoken of has a 
distinct bearing in the practice of the Pen­ 
sion Bureau, and includes every im pair­ 
m ent of bodily or mental strength and 
vigor. For such disabilities there are now 
paid one hundred and thirty-one differ­ 
ent 
rates 
of 
pension, 
ranging 
from 
$1 
to $100 per m onth. 
This disabil­ 
ity m ust not be Ihe result of the appli­ 
cant's “vicious habits or gross carelessness.” 
Practically, this provision is not important. 
The attem pt of the Government to escape 
the paym ent of a pension on such plea 
would, of course, in a very large majority 
of instances, and regardless of the merit's 
of the case, prove a failure. There would 
he that strange, but nearly universal will­ 
ingness to help an individual, as between 
him ami 
the 
public 
treasury, which 
goes very far to insure the state of proof in 
iavor of the claim ant. The disability of 
applicants m ust te such as to “ incapaci­ 
tate them from the performance of labor in 
such a degree as to render them unable to 
earn a support.” 
The President concludes as follows : I do 
not think that the objects, conditions, and 
lim itations thus suggested are contained in 
the bill under consideration. I adhere to 
the sentim ents thus heretofore expressed. 
But the evils threatened by this bill is in 
m y opinion such, that charged with great 
responsibility in behalf of the people, É 
cannot do otherwise than to bring to the 
Consideration of this measure ruv best ef­ 
forts of thought and judgm ent, and per­ 
form m y constitutional duty in relation 
thereto, regardless of all consequences, ex­ 
cept such as appear to me to be related to 
the best and highest interestsof tlie country.

NEW 
IDEAS 
AND 
PLANS. 


In a former Gatherer we have given an 
account of a tbot-warmer for railway car­ 
riages entirely heated by electricity, and 
also of the foot-warmer heated by acetate 
of soda, which was introduced upon some 
Scandinavian railways. 
M. Tommasi, a 
French electrician, lias combined these 
m ethods in employing the electrical cur­ 
rent to m ake np for the heat lost by radia­ 
tion from the acetate, or, it m ay lie, from 
hot water. The current develops heat in 
passing through coils of wire of high re­ 
sistance, and this heat supplies the place 
of that given out by the heated m aterial in 
the warmer, thus keeping the latter warm 
for a long time, and preventing the neces­ 
sity of changing the warmers.— The Gath­ 
erer. 
The grease from sheep's wool has been 
utilized in m aking a cheap soap, not adapt­ 
ed for toilet purposes, by M. Hobart, who 
recently communicated the details of his 
process to the French National Society of 
Agriculture. This grease when brought to 
its point of fusion absorbs the sulphuric 
compounds—for instance, sulphuric hy­ 
drogen— and so treated it becomes saponi­ 
fiable in • cold state. Poap is made by 
tbis process in less than hour, whereas soda 
soaps iake from six to eight hours for their 
m anufacture.— CasselCs Magazine. 
A (>lan for lessening the blow of collis­ 
ions between ships have been patented re­ 
cently. It differs both from the ordinary 
rope-work 
fender and the wire-netting 
used to catch torpedoes, and consists essen­ 
tially of steel w’.re-ropes suspended front 
brackets round the side of the ship in such 
a m anner that the vessel approaching has 
to break through these before-she reaches 
the hull. A projeeling framework of iron 
fitted with a powerful spring fender is also 
part of the plan, and applicable as a pro­ 
tection to the bows of the ships.— Cassell s 
Magazine. 
A raw m aterial called bisso. or golden 
wood, obtained from the 1‘inna nobillis, a 
mollusca or shell-fish, which attaches itself 
to the sea-bottom by a tuft of fibrous hair, 
is utilized on the coast of Sardinia, and 
especially the Island of Madalena, for m ak­ 
ing cravats, shawls and so on. The filter 
is of a yellow-brown coior, and is collected 
by a kind of iron rake. The tuft is washed, 
dried, combed and spun, then woven into 
cloth. The dark, rich “ old gold” variety 
is most prized.— The Gatherer. 
A process of m aking writing (taper from 
seaweed has been broughtout in this coun­ 
try. The weed is boiled with carbonate of 
soda, and the filtered solution is treated 
with sulphuric acid. 
This yields a paste 
more viscous than gum arabic, and it is 
snpDosed that it can be profitably utilized. 
After this paste is removed the fibrous m at­ 
ter left is made into paper.—Cassell’s. 
M. Leon Lenaerts of Brussels has de­ 
vised a system of 
electrical appliances 
whereby on the outbreak of fire in a ball 
or theater anv of the audience can turn the 
gas off at the meter, at the same lighting 
up electric lamps, which show the ex.ts. It 
is expected that the assnranee of this ar­ 
rangem ent will give confidence to an audi­ 
ence and prevent panics.—Cassell's. 
A three-wheeled cab has been introduced 
into London. 
Its chief advantage, com­ 
bined with the stability of a three or four- 
wbeeied vehicle, is tlie ease with which it 
can be entered, especially by ladies, who 
can keep their dresses clear of the wheels, 
a feat not always accomplishable w ith the 
ordinary “ four wheeler.”— Cats elf s. 
Taking negatives of the bottom of thesea, 
sunken wrecks or subm arine works is said 
to be the latest attem pt of photographers. 
This is to be accomplished by th e aid of 
electric light. Divers may be employed, or 
by electrical arrangem ents the negatives 
may be taken from above water.—Journal 
o f Progress. 
An Arrowsmith (111.) citizen has been 
working for some tim e on a m achine to 
trim hedges, and has finally succeeded in 
getting one to perfection. 
He has been 
offered $16,000 for the patent.— Chicago 
Times.

THE HEALTH OF THE STATE. 


A il In c re a se in th e D ea th K ate lo r tlie 
M onth o f J a n u a ry . 


Dr. Gerrard G. Tyrrell, Secretary of the 
State Board of H ealth, reports as follows 
for the m onth of January : 
An uncalled for criticism in an inland 
paper, reflecting upon one of our valued 
correspondents for intim ating that disease 
prevailed when but one death occurred 
front it during the m onth, compels us to 
explain that under the head of "prevailing 
diseases” it is intended sim ply to note 
those affections which arc noticed by ob­ 
servers as occurring more frequently than 
others in a comm unity. 
If the diseases are 
epidemic it is stated ; or if accompanied by 
great malignancy, that fact is also men­ 
tioned. It is. however, a m istake to sup­ 
pose that a lim ited m ortality necessarily 
implies a limited prevalence of disease, as 
one of the most prevalent diseases just now 
in this State is influenza, and yet its m or­ 
tality is extremely small. The same may 
be said of parotiditis, or ntumps, which in 
many places is epidemic, as it is now in 
Sacramento, and yet no m ortality is re­ 
corded as occurring from this cause. These 
hypercriticisms on the work of the State 
Board of H ealth are unjust, and made 
without reflection. The Board lias no other 
purpose to serve than that of the people, 
and any fact that will tend to increase their 
welfare by warning them of the prevalence 
of this disease or that, and enjoining them 
to take precautionary measures according­ 
ly, ought to be encouraged, and not made 
the subject of captious criticism of those 
gentlemen who so kindly supply the in ­ 
formation given. 
Reports of deaths received from sixty- 
three towns and cities, with an estimated 
population of 500,250, give a total of 915 
as the m ortality for the m onth of January, 
which indicates a decided increase in the 
death rate over that of December. The re­ 
ports ot sickness received for the m onth of 
January indicate an increase of disease 
throughout the State, especially of those 
affecting the respiratory organs. 
It is not 
easy to understand the influence that sea­ 
son" has upon the spread of disease, but 
that the meteorological conditions which 
existed during the m onth had a consider­ 
able influence in developing pulm onary at- 
fections cannot be doubted. 
We find irom 
the hundred reports received from all parts 
of the State that pneumonia, bronchitis and 
influenza are mentioned as present in all of 
them , diphtheria in a great num ber, and 
diarrhira and dysentery in very few. In 
these classes of cases atm ospheric condi­ 
tions take a prom inent part in the produc­ 
tion, and may be a potent means of their 
transm ission' under certain circumstances. 
Pneum onia prevails to a large extent in 
San Francisco. 
It is also noticed as pres­ 
ent in Oakland, Sacramento, Gridley, H ill’s 
Ferry, Fall River, W atsonville, Napa, Col­ 
ton, Arbuckle. Alturas. Anderson, Merced, 
lone, Chico, Fofest Hill, Los Angeles, Mar­ 
tinez and other places. 
Bronchitis is lik wise present in San 
Francisco, Sacramento, C’loverilaie, Upper 
Lake, Fresno, Pomona, M urtioiz Forest 
Hill. Sonora. Anaheim . Arbuckie, Fort 
Bidweli, Alturas, lone, Mariposa, A nder­ 
son, Modesto, Nicolaus, Los Angeles and 
Oakland. 
Influenza -may be said to be epidemic 
throughout the State ; it is of mild type, 
and not generally attended by that extreme 
prostration so characteristic of the disease 
in its severer forms. 
Whooping-cough is present in Sacra­ 
mento, Fall River. Lodi, Pomona. W il­ 
liams, Newcastle, Merced, Oakland, Los 
Angeles and Nevada City. 
D iphtheria has been prevalent in San 
Francisco, but is now abating. This disease 
has been attributed to choked sewers in 
that city, but it is conceded by all sanitari­ 
ans that choked sewers or sewer gas plays 
but a secondary part in the developing of 
diphtheria, and then only by lowering the 
vitality of the residents of insanitary dis­ 
tricts, rendering them more susceptible to 
attack should the germs of the disease be 
imported into their midst. Sewer gas has 
no power to produce diphtheria, in the ab­ 
sence of the specific bacillus upon wich the 
disease depends. The presence of a single 
case of diphtheria gives warning of the 
necessity of rigid quarantine to prevent its 
spread. Every case should be isolated, no­ 
tice given of its presence, public wakes and 
funerals positively 
forbidden, and 
the 
premises upon which the disease occurred 
be strictly disinfected, under the personal 
supervision of the Health Officer. 
To 
carelessness upon the part of the authori­ 
ties is the spread of diphtheria to be attrib­ 
uted. It is a preventable disease. 
Dr. C. 
Evans writes from Modesto that tlie disease 
there is fast disappearing. 
In San Diego, 
under the supervision of its efficient Health 
Officer, Dr. T. L. Magee, but one case was 
allowed to occur. 
It will, however, require 
the stim ulus of fear before our town and 
county authorities will be compelled to do 
their duty in lim iting contagious disease. 
Scarlet fever is reported in Fresno, Fall 
River, Pomona, Dixon, Santa Rosa. Colton, 
A uburn and Modesto. The disease is very 
m ild and the m ortality limited. 
Measles is prevalent in Gridley, Fail 
River, Pomona, Santa Cruz, Bakersfield, 
Ontario, Chico and Iios Angeles. The type 
of the disease is mild. 
Typhoid fever is frequently noticed in 
San Francisco, and occurred in Sacra­ 
mento. Galt, Santa Cruz, Monterey, Lake- 
port, Los Angeles, Stockton and Petaluma. 
It is, however, rem arkable the absence of 
m ention of this disease in many of the re­ 
ports of sickness received, which indicates 
a very favorable sanitary condition of the 
towns om itting it. Its prevalence is no­ 
where mentioned. 
Diarrbu^a and dysentery are scarcely 
mentioned as a prevailing disease, and 
their absence is worthy of note. 
Erysipelas has been noticed as appearing 
in W heatland, Fresno, W illiams, Lemoore. 
Arbuckle, Anderson and St. Helena. The 
cases are all sporadic and without m alig­ 
nancy. 
Small-pox still continues in Mexico. The 
report of Consul W illard up to January 
.¡1st, reports sixteen deaths from this dis­ 
ease during the m onth. 
It is also reported 
in Ilerm osillo and other towns in Mexico, 
but has not crossed into California as far as 
heard from ; at any time, however, a quar­ 
antine on our southern border may be de­ 
manded. and provision should be made by 
our Legislature looking to that contingency 
arising. 


C ounty H o s p it a l lio p o r t. 
• Dr. G. A. White, Superintendent of the 
County Hospital, reported to the Board of 
Supervisors yesterday for the month of 
January as follows : Number of patients in 
hospital January 1st, 166 ; admitted during 
the month, 61; born, 
1; died, 9; dis­ 
charged, 73 ; remaining February 1st, 140; 
meals furnished destitute applicants, 280. 
The following persons died: Robert Bradno, 
a native of Wales, aged 60 years, of con­ 
sumption ; John Morgan, 32, Illinois, con­ 
sumption ; Israel Miller, 85, New Jersey, 
senility; Albert Bowen, 38, New Bruns­ 
wick, fatty disease of the heart ; William 
Glaser, 71, Germany, valvular disease of 
the heart; Geo. Esterbrook, 24, California, 
albuminuria; R. K. Dole, 68, New York, 
cerebral softening; John M. Goetcbins, 77, 
Ohio, chronic pneumonia; E. M. Birming­ 
ham, 56, Maryland, hepatitis. The current 
expenses of the hospital for January were 
$2,170 79, of which $735 was for salaries' 
and $1,435 79 for subsistence.

S m o k in g A m o n g L a d ies. 
A recent incidental statem ent made by 
an authority whose opportunity of obser­ 
vation leaves no doubt as to its truthful­ 
ness, discloses the fact that the practice of 
sm oking am ong American ladies is becom­ 
ing m ore and m ore general. The obser­ 
ver. who is a lady of tlio highest standing 
in New Yotk, says: 
“ More American wo­ 
men smoke cigarettes, and often cigars, 
than the world wots of. Only a few m orn­ 
ings ago I sat in the boudoir of one of the 
best-known women in New York society, 
a lady whose nam e is synonym for every­ 
thing that is womanly and refined to the 
outside world, while she smoked cigarette 
after cigarette with the utm ost placidity. 
During the m orning three other ladies 
dropped in, and two of them also produced 
dainty cigarette-cases, and-smoke.1 with 
entire composure, «jecting the curls of 
smoke into rings above their heads as 
gracefully anil perfectly as the most expert 
smoker among men could do. I know m y­ 
self ol scores of our best New York, Bos­ 
ton and Philadelphia ladies, all my per­ 
sonal friends, who indulge in sm oking, 
and whose names, if given to the public, 
would cause astonishm ent.” 
It is not 
pleasant to contem plate n condition of 
affairs as tlie above gives us excellent rea­ 
son to believe exists to-day am ong our 
American women. 
" Men smoky and why 
should not women ?” m any have asked. 
Simply because there are a thousand and 
one things which, though proper iu men, 
are entirely unbecoming to women. T he 
association of tobacco with a refined lady 
is disagreeable ; it is not so with the m ost 
polished gentleman. 
It is argued by some 
that in Spain, France and Turkey and 
other European countries, the women all 
smoke, and in public ; yet these same peo­ 
ple m aking this assertion have never for 
tliemselvt-9 seen the class of women who 
are addicted to this use of tobacco. 
In 
like m anner m ight we conduct a foreigner 
to places in our great cities where women 
can be found continually smoking, but 
could suclt a visitor return to his native 
land and declare in truthfulness that the 
American ladies smoke'.’ 
We are aware 
that in France especially the habit of 
sm oking among women is more general 
than in America, hnt likewise are m any 
other 
habits which American m others 
would not care to associate with the lives 
of their daughters or their lady friends. 
If 
the custom of smoking among American 
ladies is becoming prevalent, it is one that 
cannot be otherwise than deeply deplored. 
No woinau—and we weigh each word in 
this statem ent—can be a lady and be ad­ 
dicted to smoking. The argum ent th at 
m en smoke is no plausible reason for wo­ 
men doing so, and no one possessed of any 
degree of common sense will advance "itch 
a comparison. There are scores and hu n ­ 
dreds of things that can be properly asso­ 
ciated with the more commonplace nature 
of ntan, but when connected with the del­ 
icate and refined nature of woman they be­ 
come widely dissimilar. Tobacco was in­ 
tended for the use of nten, and while it 
would be infinitely better were it not used 
at all, or used in m uch lesser quantities 
than it is at present, the cigar or cigarette 
is not unbecoming to the most perfect gen­ 
tlem an. 
But when employed by ladies it 
is put to a use (or which it was never in­ 
tended ; and the cigar in the m outh of a 
woman becomes her as much as would a 
costly flag of the richest satin texture if 
placed on the begrimed m ast of one of the 
scows that rid our cities of their superflu­ 
ous mud and filth.-—Rro<illyn Magazine. 


U s e s o k P l a s t e r . —There seems to be an 
opinion prevalent with m any that as plas­ 
ter or sulphate of lime does not enter 
largely into the composition of plants, it 
can be of but little use os a fertilizer. They 
do not consider that there are substances 
which, while they do not contribute di­ 
rectly to the growth of plants, have chemi­ 
cal or mechanical properties that (day a 
very im portant part in vegetation. Plaster 
has both of tbese properties. 
A s.a disin­ 
fectant and deodorizer it is one of the best, 
as well as cheapest, substances at our com­ 
m and. 
Any one who lias kept slock of 
any kind stabled during the warm sum m er 
m onths, knows what a hard task it is to 
keep tbeir apartm ents clean and odorle«s. 
Now, it they will keep a barrel of fresh- 
ground plaster In a convenient corner, and 
every day, on sweeping the iloor clean, 
sprinkle it freely with the plaster, it will 
absorb all disagreeable, 
noxious odors, 
rendering the air sweet and pure, while the 
value of the m anure will be greatly en­ 
hanced by the retention of the am m onia. 
Poultry houses should also be swept clean 
at least twice a week in sum m er, and once 
a week in winter, and the floors sprinkled 
with phister; it will add greatly Dt tlie value 
of the manure, and Ihe satisfaction of hav­ 
ing clean, sweet, odorless coops and healthy 
flocks, will abundantly pay expenses. Try 
it and be convinced.—American A yiirj.lta 
rist. 


A n A p p r e c ia t iv e P rofessor. — W hen 
Rev. Dr. K irkland was President of H ar­ 
vard College, Porter’s famous hostlerv in 
North Cambridge was a famous resort. One 
of the chief attractions was the “ flip,'' a 
delectable compound of a decidedly spirit­ 
uous flavor, which acquired a characteris­ 
tic “ tone” by being heated whl, a hot iron.

HOUSEKEEPING IN MEXICO. 


SOME OF THE TRIALS FROM 
EFFICIENT SERVANTS. 
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O oseiita an d H er F a m ily —A M urder­ 
ou s I’orter—F lo w in g H air a n d 
M a k in g o f Soup.

M e x ic o , January 2>\ 1887. 
The inefficiency of servants is an unfail­ 
ing- source of complaint in Mexico, even 
among Mexicans, and how m uch m ore so 
with the foreign residents! 
On all sides 
we hear of their laziness, dirtiness, drunk­ 
enness, their addiction to stealing and to 
all other vices in the category of sin. That 
these complaints are often just there can 
be no d o u b t; yet the servant evil, like 
most others 
in this perplexing world, 
m ight be remedied to a great extent were 
those seeking employment invariably re­ 
quired to furnish satisfactory recommenda­ 
tion from their last employer, and were the 
latter honest enough to recommend only 
those who deserve it. 
A case in point is tlTkt of our neighbor 
(an American) who lately hired a porter. 
In answer to his advertisement a sad-faced, 
middle-aged man presented him self with a 
letter from a well-known otlicer of the 
Mexican Government, which recommended 
the applicant as muy honrado, “ very honora­ 
ble.’’ 
On the strength of this the man was 
engaged, and for a lime gave perfect satis­ 
faction. 
His most prom inent characteris­ 
tic was extreme quietness, and the noise­ 
less way in which he weuid steal about the 
house in sandals of his own m anufacture, 
often startling some member of the family 
by being suddenly discovered standing in 
the room, when no sound had given evi­ 
dence of his approach. 
In a few days he brought his wife, who 
was retained as wash-woman ; and later 
his brother, who was employed as valet, 
it being taken for granted that all the rela­ 
tions of one so highly praised for honesty 
m ust be 
“ 5IÜY iio sk a d o" 
Also. Hut not long afterwards a squad of 
gendarmes demanded adm ittance at the 
gate one early m orning and m arched off 
the honest porter to answer to the charge 
of having m urdered his last em ployer! 
The Mexican who recommended him be­ 
ing interviewed on the subject, adm itted 
that he had known nothing of the fellow 
for several years, but that be wrote the 
billet at the request of bis own valet. 
Owing to the peculiar construction of 
Mexican houses, u porter has the property, 
and even the life of his employer, pretty 
much at his own disposal. But he is a 
disagreeable necessity, though 
engaging 
one is a sort of lottery, witli every prospect 
of drawing a blank ; for somebody m ust be 
constautly in attendance at the great door 
of the casa, which is also the gateway to 
court, corral and garden. 
He is the Saint 
Peter of the premises, and m ust be able 1 0 
discrim inate between those wLo shall be 
admitted and pernicious persons who must 
be kept out. 
If the householder in Mexico 
secures a porter whose worst foiblase is 
that of intoxication, he considers him self 
extremely fortunate. 
It is customary for porters, gardeners, 
coachmen and other upper servants to 
bring their families to live in th e casa 
where they are employed, thus sometimes 
enormously swelling the num ber of re­ 
tainers. This practice, which would he 
unbearable in the Nortb, is not so annoy­ 
ing here because of the great size of the 
houses. 
These hangers-on are hum ility 
personified, subsisting literally on “ the 
crum bs that fall from the rich m an’s ta­ 
ble,” sleeping on the floor or the stones of 
the court yard, and cheerfully performing 
whatever service may be required. 
Mexican men servants are generally 
m uch cleaner and better dressed than wo­ 
men, and as a rule one m ust possess 
strong nerves and a good appetite to be able 
to do justice to one’s food after having seen 
the cook. One look at her flowing locks 
and greasy reboso— 
ET c'EST FINI ! 
‘ Flowing hair,” sounds very picturesque 
as applied to these descendants of the Mon- 
tezuuias : but when it is very dirty, and the 
head to which it is attached requires a sus­ 
picious am ount of scratching, it is not a 
pretty picture in connection with the soup. 
T he most disagreeable habit of Mexican 
domestics is that they persist in wearing 
their long hair dangling at its full length, 
sometimes braided, but generally matted, 
uncombed and always in the way. As 
well m ight you suggest to a Chinaman to 
curtail his cue as try to induce one of these 
women to coil up her h a ir; Ler m other 
and grandmothe,r nud great-greai-grand- 
m other wore theirs in tlie same way, and 
she will not depart from the time-honored 
costumbre. 
The reboso also, or national loug-shawl, 
in itself a graceful and convenient gar­ 
m ent, is the worst cloak ever invented for 
covering ” a m ultitude of sins” in the way 
of untidiness, raggedness ami unkem pt 
hair. 
Even among the better classes it oc­ 
casions much indolence in the toilette, as 
we have sometimes been shocked to dis­ 
cover when, by chance, a reboso becomes 
displaced. 
The zarape (blanket ! worn by the men 
is also graceful and convenient, especially 
on horseback. Though Indian in its orig­ 
in, the custom of covering the lower part 
of the face with it is borrowed from the 
Spanish fashion of wearing the cloak. The 
opportunities afforded by bath zarapes and 
rebosos for concealing about the peison 
such dangerous weapons as knives, dag­ 
gers and stilettoes, and also for enveloping 
the face and figure so as to be scarcely re­ 
cognizable. is no doubt largely responsible 
for m any of the murders which are of 
daily occurrence among the lower orders. 
T he strongest emotions of this volatile race 
subside s i quickly that if these death-deal­ 
ing implements were not at hand in m o­ 
m ents of rage, drunkenness or jealousy, 
much mischief might be avoided. 
A Mexican domestic is not thought less 
of though she may have lived in a dozen 
different houses during the year. 
The 
love of finery, which is inherent in all the 
daughters of Eve, is sirong in the hearts of 
these semi-barbarians. A girl will often 
go out to service merely to earn money 
enough to buy herself tic embroidered che­ 
mise, a red-flowered petticoat, or gay rib­ 
bons for her tiair; and as soon as this am ­ 
bition is attained she will inform you that 
she is tired of working and m ust go home 
to rest—“para descansar.” 
So little is 
necessary to these children of nature, who 
can live contentedly on chili and tortillas, 
sleep on a straw mat. and dress in but two 
garm ents—those above n a m ed ! 
W hen Betsy and I began housekeeping 
here we engaged a rather decent-Iooking 
old woman as laundress, but though the 
wages were exceptionally good (for this 
country) she left at the end of th e first 
m onth, as usual, "para descansas.” 
Not 
m any days later, and regularly afterwards, 
she used to come wiMi her five children—a 
hungry horde, ragged and dirty to a degree 
—to beg scraps of food from the kitchen. 
Being asked why, when so poor, she left 
a good place and preferred begging to hon­ 
est employment, she shrugged her shoul­ 
ders and replied, with an ingenuous sm ile: 
Jesus ! 
If you only knew

My friend, Mrs. C 
, formerly from 
Ohio, having endured all m anner o f trou­ 
ble with domestics during the several years 
she has lived here, determiued to take a 
littk Mexican girl to •* bring up,” an d to 
instruct her in housekeeping according to 
American ideas. 
But lite difficulty was 
th at in all poverty-stricken Mexico"there 
is scarcely a tamily not born in peor, servi­ 
tude who will consent to send their dasgh- 
ters to what is considered a life of slavery. 
At last a child twelve years old was se­ 
cured—one of a large faniiiy which wa« 
m aintained chiefly by public charity—anJ 
Mrs. C -— promised the girl's m other that 
Joseiita, as she was named, should be taken 
regularly to church, taught to read and 
sew, be kept well-clothed, and allowed to 
visit her m other at freuteiu intervals. 
Josefita was very bright and pretty, but 
lazy as the rest of her race, and vain as 
indolent. Though sue had never owned a 
stocking, she would not content to put her 
mahogony-colored feet into anything but 
some dirty white satin slippers, enormously 
high-heeled and much too shaft for her, 
several pairs of which had been given her 
bv the female performers of O rrin's cirett3. 
A t least once every week, her m other— 
a tall, slatternly woman, with tangled hair, 
and a cigarette eternally in her m outh— 
would come to visit Josefita, accompanied 
by a friend, a friend’s friend, and a train 
o f girls—her other daughters. 
Invariably 
they all trailed around to the kitchen, 
seated themselves on the floor, and smoked 
and smoked till literally all was “ blue." 
Then the cook would give them some din­ 
n e r—which, it is needless to say’, they ate 
with relish ; after which they sm oked as 
before, till nightfall. 
But the clim ax of 
the pcw-wow came with the time to go, for 


then, witn little Josefita in the midst, they 
would set up a regular howl, shedding 
floods of tears, bewailing hc-r sad fate bit­ 
terly in being thus left to languish in cap­ 
tivity. 
After these visits the giri was fit 
for nothing for several days, but would sit 
listlessly on the floor, with hands folded 
and eyes fixed on vacancy’, and nothing 
could"arouse her but the promise of a visit 
to her mother.

In great alarm my 
friend anxiously inquired what had hap­ 
pened, aud after much difficulty’ learned 
that all this grief and horror was occa­ 
sioned by the fact that the child had been 
permitted to ride alone in the carriage, in­ 
stead of being 
AOCOMrxNILP BY A ' Jf APECOSE, 
As etiquette demanded. 
Not long after 
this harrow ing episode, Josefita bad per­ 
mission to spend the night with her fam ­ 
ily; but next day did not return as agreed 
upon. In her stead tam e a dirty and nearly 
illegible note, in which, after calling down 
all the choicest blessings of heaven on their 
patron's head, the m other concluded with 
these words : “ But with much sorrow I 
must take ray child from your most illus­ 
trious protection, for she needs to rest her­ 
self les preciso t/ue tier cause I. and is tired for 
the present of working.” 
The whole 
family then returned to begging, which 
they "considered infinitely less degrading, 
but continued to subsist "largely upon the 
refuse from the kitchen of Joselita’s late 
employer. 
Yet Mexican servants have their good 
qualities, and, on the whole, are to be pre- 
terred to the loreign “ h e lp ” one find? 
here. There are thousands of them in na­ 
tive families who were born and served in 
the casa where their m others and grand­ 
m others served before them, and where 
their children also will probably remain in 
hum ble and contented serfdom. 
Many foreigners on coming to Mexico to 
reside bring servants with them ; but this 
is a dangerous experiment. The universal 
languor that pervades the atmosphere and 
possesses all classes, seize3 upon them with 
.especial 
force, inclining 
irresistibly to 
“ sweet idleness.” 
In ten days tim e they 
begin to fancy themselves aristocrats of 
high degree, and become unbearably inso­ 
lent. Generally the ambition of the women 
is to m arry Mexican gentlemen, and of the 
men to set up shops and have Don tacked 
to their names. M any of these fellows 
have turned restaurans, who will send you 
a tolerable 
dinner at an 
extravagant 
price. It is common among foreigners re­ 
siding at the Capitol to adopt ibis less 
troublesome though more expensive mode 
of living, being served entirely by profes­ 
sional caterers, and thus dispensing with 
home cooks altogether. 
W hen that 
KARA AVIS, 
A good Mexican housekeeper, can he found 
(and that there are many such I gladly tes­ 
tify), then housekeeping in this land of 
sunshine becomes a delight. 
Upon her 
capable shoulders devolve all the care3 of 
the menange. and—accustomed as she is to 
the amiable weaknesses of her compatrioles 
—sbe is neither surprised nor troubled by 
them , but knows how to manage all the 
household machinery without jar or fric­ 
tion, despite drunken porters and slatternly 
maids. 
One circumstance is remarkable, viz., 
that dirty as the women servants appear, 
and notw ithstanding the enormous size of 
Mexican houses and Mexican families, the 
houses themselves are usually the perfec­ 
tion of cleanliness. 
That private houses 
should have this great advantage over the 
churches, theaters and other public build­ 
ings in this country, proves that the softer 
sex know how to manage such m atters 
better than men, and incline one to wish. 
a la Martillean, that the Mexican policemen 
were all old women. 
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HOME HINTS. 


If the bottom crust of fruit pies, or any 
other juicy kind, is rubbed over with a 
beaten egg" it will not be soggy. 
If the lampwick is turned down below 
the top of the tube, wbeu not lighted, no 
oil will run over on the outside of the 
lamp. ^ 
To clean steel ornaments, dip a small 
brush into some paraffine oil and then into 
some emery powder, sucL as is used in the 
knife machines, nnd brush well the orna­ 
ments, and all the rust will soon come uff; 
polish with a dry leather and duster. 
Should the eye or any other part he 
blackened by a fall or blow, apply a cloth 
wrung out of very warm water and renew 
it until the pain ceases. The moisture and 
h e at liquefy the blood and sent it back to 
its proper channel. Never use cold water 
to a bruise. 
To wash anything made of knitting silk 
dissolve a m oderate quantity of white 
castile soap in warm water. Squeeze the 
articles thr ugh the water, never rub until 
thev look clean, rinse in clear cold water 
and lay in a coarse towel. Roll the towel 
up with the anieles inside, and twist until 
they are nearly d ry ; stretch in shape and 
leave for short tim e in dark room.

G u e rn se y C ow s fo r th e D airy . 
In a communication to an English live 
stock journal, I.. F. Allen, of Buffalo, N. 
Y., has the following about Guernseys: 
“ W ithin the last five years I have 
adopted the p^ule cows of this breed, by 
the use of thoroughbred Guernsey bulls to 
my herd of high grade Shorthorn cows, 
thus producing a better class of milkers for 
batter-m aking, the Shorthorns not being 
always up to the required standard for that 
object. Not tliet the Shorthorns in their 
original condition were not satisfactory 
dairy cows for many years after their im ­ 
portation to our country, but running so 
much and early to flesh, and cultivated 
more tor the latter purpose, the m ilking 
quality has been neglected, and the almost 
■exclusively m ilking breeds lately intro­ 
duced here—as the Ayrshire, Jersey and 
Eolstcin—have partly taken their places 
with 
dairym en 
end 
private 
families. 
Thins 
tar my short experience favors 
the 
Guernsey 
over 
either 
of 
the 
others, of perhaps a like origin with 
the Jerseys in centuries back. 
I prefer 
them to the Jerseye dor their great size 
and hardihood, robust forms, 
carrying 
moK-i’esh and equal quality and quantity 
of nrllk. according to eize. Not that I at 
all undervalue* the Jereeys in the opinion 
of those who prefer -them, but 
their 
dimiwacire size and ifunness of flesh do 
not suit cjy fancy. The fell square udders, 
good size of their teats, -.mines? of m ilt­

As the time for pruning the vine is now 
upon us, it may not be amiss to give a few 
general instructions for the beneft of those 
growers in San Mateo county who have 
young vineyards requiring now to be 
pruned, but who have yet had no practica! 
experience in the m atter. As it is imprac­ 
ticable to illustrate in this article the pro­ 
per practices by means of cuts and dia­ 
grams, as it would be desirable to do, 1 
shall endeavor to m ake m yself as clear as 
the subject will perm it without them . 
Supposing that a vineyard was planted last 
spring with cuttings or rooted vines, the 
pruner wiil go among his vines provided 
w ith a good pair of pruning shears, such 
as can be had from alm ost any seedmau or 
hardware dealer, and if he has never 
pruned a vine before, and has no instructor 
at hand, he will naturally ask himself how 
to begin. 
Let it be understood that one 
kind of pruning will not do for all varieties 
of grape vines. Some varieties require to 
have long canes left oil them for bearing 
the grapes the coming 
smson—that is. 
canes having each six, eight, or more buds 
or eyes, while other varieties will bear 
abundantly pruned to short spurs of two 
or three eyes. 
W hatever style of pruning, 
however, is adopted, 


TH E METHOD TO BE EM PLOYED 
A t the first pruning, and that is our ease in 
hand, wiil be the same. 
As the pruner 
looks around him , he will see his vines 
having each one, two, or more canes, in 
most cases two, varying iff length from 
three to four inches to three feet. 
W here 
the vine is sufficiently vigorous to have 
produced a cane three or more feet long, it 
m ay be pruned to form a head at once, but 
in other cases it is best not to prune fur a 
head till the next pruning. 
In m aking the 
first cut at this first pruning, remember 
that the cane growing from the lower bud 
wiil ordinarily make a better shaped stock 
than the one above. Therefore, unless the 
upper cane is so much more vigorous than 
the lower that it would be a sacrifice to re­ 
move it, don’t hesitate to cut the whole 
vine off smooth down to the point where 
the lower cane starts, even if it be below the 
surface of the ground, leaving only this 
one cane, for in this way you are more 
likely to-get a good, straight stock on which 
to form the head, 
if, however, you decide 
to leave one of the upper canes, prune off 
all below i t ; and in either case prune off 
all but the one cane left, tiush with the 
stock. 
Now, you will have before you a 
vine deprived of everything above ground, 
except one cane of last sum m er's growth. 
Unless you intend to prune for a head now, 
all you have to do is sim ply to cut this 
cane down so as to leave a spur with two 
eyes, not counting the one at the crotch 
formed by this cane with the old stock. 


ONE PRECAUTION 
Is to be observed here. 
In removing use­ 
less canes, you hare been told to cat them 
flush with the stock, and this is to enable 
the wound to heal sooner, but in pruning a 
cane, always cut it at a point about an inch 
above the last bud left, otherwise the cane, 
being pithy, is liable to dry down and in­ 
jure the bud; if necessary, the stub left c.m 
be removed at the next pruning. In addi­ 
tion to this precaution, some advise that 
the cut lie made -sloping on the side of the 
cane opposite the bud, so that if the vine 
bleeds, as it will if pruned late in the sea­ 
son. the sap will not run down and injure 
the bud, but will follow the slope aud run 
down 011 the opposite side of the cane. 
If 
the cane left on the vine is three or more 
feet in length, and therefore sufficiently 
vigorous to be pruned to form a head, in­ 
stead of cutting it down to two buds, cut it 
so that the second bud from the top will be 
as high as you want .the head to be, for the 
crotch will be at the point where this bud 
starts next sum m er—say ten or twelve 
inches above ground for roost wine grapes. 
If I have succeeded 
111 making myselt 
clear, the young vinejardist will need no 
further directions for his first pruning, and 
the same instructions will apply at the sec­ 
ond pruning to all vines except those pre­ 
viously pruned to form a head. 
We will 
now suppose tfiat the caue was, at the last 
pruning, pruned to form a head, and that 
all the suckers starting at or below the sur­ 
face of the ground were entirely removed 
at the tim e of hoeing the previous summer, 
and that ail the young shouts which started 
except the two upper ones, were also re­ 
moved or were 


K EPT CABEFOLLY PIN C H ED BACK 
To three or four inches in length. This 
pinching, if the vineyardists will d o it in­ 
stead of entirely removing the shoots will 
cause a better development of the stock. 
W e will then find that our vine has two 
good canes at the top, forming a crotch, or, 
as we call it, a head. There will also he 
found other canes which m ust be entirely 
removed by cutting them off tiush as be­ 
fore, leaving the two which form the best­ 
shaped fork at the prpper bight above 
ground. The style of pruning to be given 
to the vine from this time depends upon 
the form which it is desired to give it. The 
lim its of this article will not permit us to 
go into the details of all the different forms 
hut the reader is referred to the publica­ 
tions of the State Y iticultural Commission 
which can be had on application at their 
office in Sau Francisco. The simplest style 
in short pruning, and which is adapted to 
most of the vigorous varieties of vines, 
such as Mission, Zinfandel, Char'oono, Ma- 
taro, Burger, Chasselas and m any others, 
is the short spur or goblet system. This 
system consists sim ply In pruning the two 
upper canes back to two buds each, which 
gives us two arms, with two or three buds 
on each. At the next pruning each of tiiese 
arm s will have two canes which m ust be 
preserved and pruned back to two eyes as 
before, which wiil give us four arms, ami 
the process wiil be repeated from year to 
year till the vine has eight, ten or twelve 
arms, each provided with two spurs, re­ 
m embering that as a rule 


T IIE V IN E BEARS ITS FRUIT 
On the shoots which grow from last year's 
canes. 
This 
system, 
however, 
is not 
adapted to m any varieties of vines, such as 
the Riesling. Burgundies, Cabernets. Chau- 
cbe’s, Trou-seau, Syrrah, etc., which will 
produce but little fruit unless much more 
bearing wood is left 011 them . It may, 
however, be modified soas to suit these va­ 
rieties without radically changing the form, 
by simply leaving two or more long canes, 
two, three or four feet long, instead of 
pruning all to short spurs ami tying them 
to a long stake or to each other in the lorm 
of a bow over the vine. Another verygood 
system of long pruning is a modification of 
what is known as Guyot’s system, which 
consists in leaving one long cane for fruit 
and one short spur, to produce canes for 
the next season, and afteri the cultivation is 
done, tying the end of the long cane down 
to a short stake, so that it will lie in nearly 
a horizontal position, better, however, that 
the free end of the cane should be a little 
lower than the point of junction with the 
stock. 
In tliis method it is necessary to 
have a stake at the vine at least four feet 
out of the ground. Supposing that we have 
a vine carrying two arms, with canes on 
both ready to be pruned to this system. 
If 
the vine is not more than three or four 
years old, unless very vigorous, select a 
cane on one arm, which can De most easily

A nd which has the shortest joints, and 
prune it to six or eight buds, and remove 
ail the other canes 011 this arm except cue 
uear the stock, and prune this to two eyes. 
Í the vine is sufficiently vigorous, both 


the ground, where early rains are as liable , 
to come as in San Mateo county. 
It vines 
are excessively vigorous and planted widely 
apart on good soil, more canes may he al­ 
lowed than have been m entioned in this 
article. For instance, when a vine of the 
goblet form is proA’ided w ith long canes as 
already mentioned, if it is of exceptional 
vigor, each arm may be provided witli a 
long fruit cane and a short wood spur, and 
a vine pruned on the modified Guyot sys­ 
tem may in the case mentioned be provided 
with four arm s instead of two, each having 
a fruit cane and a spur, in which case the 
long canes will be laid down in four differ­ 
ent directions from the stock, cruciform. 
It requires a certain am ount of experience 
to judge how m any long canes shall be 
left on a vine/but a person who carefully 
observes a vine during the growing season 
and at the pruning time, w ith a knowledge 
of the num ber of canes left at the previous 
pruning, will soon be able to decide for 
himself. 
If during the spring and sum m er 
a num ber of suckers are throw n out by the 
old wood and the growth generally is of 
great vigor, it will he proper to leave more 
buds at the pruning, which means that 


T H E CANES MAY BE INCREASED 
In num ber or in length. 
If, however, the 
growth is feeble but healthy, and the canes 
have not grown to the usual len g th .it in ­ 
dicates that too m uch wood was left at the 
last pruning, and the cant? should be re­ 
stricted in num ber or in length. Some­ 
times, when a long cane and spur are left, 
the sap naturally tending to flow to the up­ 
per buds, will be drawn away from the 
lower ones, and tbe wood spur will fail to 
provide canes of sufficient length for the 
next season. This tendency of tlie sap is 
checked by giving the long cane a shorter 
bind in tying it up in the goblet system or 
in laying it down as in the Guyot form. 
I’incbing off' the shoots growing from the 
long cane as soon as they develop more than 
six leaves is practised with the same object 
in view, but the proper bending of the cane 
will check the flow of the sap and throw it 
back to the spur, and the necessity of sum ­ 
mer pruning will be a\’oided, and it may 
be added that sum m er pruning is consid­ 
ered objectionable by m any California viti­ 
culturists. 
I cannot but fee) that a person with no 
practical experience w ill find it difficult to 
fully understand all that is intended to be 
conveyed by this article, unaided by illus­ 
trations, but I trust th at it will be of some 
assistance to those who cannot avail them ­ 
selves of practical instruction.— K. Jf. Iii.c- 
ford, in Redwood City Democrat.

otherw ise leave only a short spur 0 :1 the 
other arm . 
After the cultivation is done, 
lay down the long cane and tie it to a short 
slake in.a line with the rows, and during 
the next sum m er keep the long canes 
which prow from the spur, tied up to the 
long stake. 
Unless both arm s are allowed 
to liare a long cane, each should bear it 
alternate)v in different years in order to 
preserve the balance between them . The 
long canes are entirely removed at the next 
pruning. 
In all styles of pruning, care should be 
taken to keep the arm s well balanced, and 
also tbe pruner muse guard against length­ 
ening the arms too rapidly, for the tend­ 
ency ¡3 always to increase the length. Thi3 
is done by pruning the lowest cane to the 
spur. Atid when the arm s have become 
too long, they can be replaced by a sucker 
which "starts’ from the stock at a lower 
point. 
THE APPROVED METHOD OP PRUNING 
The Sultana and tbe Muscat is to form the 
head quite close to the ground, laying 
down a long car.e as already mentioned.

A correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Record, who has recently “ do n e” 
the 
Yellowstone National l ’ai k on snowshoes, 
gives a vivid description of the wonders of 
theregion. W equote: “BeforeI crossed the 
boundary lineand entered thegreat National 
Reservation, 1 found the weather exceed­ 
ingly cold and the snow unusually deep. 
T he former was averaging daily and nightly 
about J5° below zero, while tlie latter ran 
all tbe wav from fifteen inches to three feet 
in depth. "Inside the Park m atters were 
somewhat of a different order. 
The snow 
was deeper, if anything, but the tem per­ 
ature of the country, particularly about 
the geyser basins, was fully two-score de­ 
grees m ilder than outside the lim its. At 
the M ammoth H ot Springs one m ight al­ 
most im agine him self in fairyland. The 
beautiful terraces, so wondrouslv lovely 
under a sum m er sun. were here, in m id­ 
winter. perfectly magnificent and awe­ 
inspiring beyond all conception. 
“ The frost in the air gave to the volumes 
of steam rising from acres of hot water an 
effect that can only be realized by behold­ 
ing. and not even faintly utidei stood by 
imagination. Great clouds of vapor hover 
in the sky and darken the sunlight which 
seems to everlastingly shine in this region 
of wonders. 
1 noted one curious fact of 
which I have seen no m ention in the books 
of the scientists. Am ong those hundreds 
of boiling and bubbling hot springs is a 
large and wondrouslv hot lake called Bath. 
This sheet of water is situated among the 
variegated-colored terraces, and is about 400 
feet in diameter, with no visible outlet. It is 
circular in form.aud when seen at a distance 
the water is a deep sea-green. The bottom 
is lined with a velvety moss, which is a 
lovely orange at tbe bottom, and fades 
away" into a creamy white toward the edge. 
The lake gradually deepens from six inches 
at the margin to six feet at the center, and 
is inclosed by two horizontal terraces in 
the shape of the letter V. These terraces 
rise twenty feet above Batli Bake, and are 
neither more nor less than hot-water aque­ 
ducts, but 
tbe interior 
of the 
pair 
is som ething marvelous, and likely to 
eclipse the lamed underground highways 
of the celebrated M a m m u t Cave. They 
are hollow, shell-like cavities, in some 
places over fifty feet wide and the same 
num ber in depth, and run a distance of 
about 2,000 yards. 
A lthough seemingly 
dead, the continual m oisture of iheinterior. 
together with the action of sulphur and 
calcareous m atter on the inside, has ren­ 
dered them perfectly splendid with color 
and sublimely beautiful in effect. 
Not 
stalactites, but billions of needle-points, 
tipped with sparkling diam onds th at emit 
all hues, greet the visitor to-day, and will 
no doubt greet him for ages to come, as they 
have done for the Bannock Indians forages 
past. The tem perature of the atmosphere 
half a m ile trom the Springs a few days be­ 
fore Christinas was close to tbe zero notch. 
I walked from this frigid zone over to the 
terraces, and found myself in the tem ­ 
perate zone at once. The average round 
about the M ammoth Springs at the same 
tim e was between 00° and 70° above zero. 
On the shores of Bath Lake I found it flo° 
Fahrenheit, and in the center, where the 
water was bubbling in great gaseous glob­ 
ules, the tem perature was 145° above zero. 
“ To go from one extreme to the other it 
is only necessary to pass from Bath Lake 
to the Golden Gate, four miles away. The 
latter is four miles south of the springs, 
and I found tlie tem perature there to be 
27° be ow zero, but Golden Gate has an al­ 
titude of 8,000 feet above the sea, and is, 
besides, situated in a deep m ountain-rent, 
where the roads wind along the base of the 
Giant Sbeepeaier C’liffs. 
Norris Geyser 
Basin appeared lor all the world like a tre­ 
mendous 
m anufacturing city, w ith its 
thousands of spindles at work. The count­ 
less jets of steam shooting into the air. witli 
an occasional geyser bursting or spouting 
upward, filled me with awe and wonder. 
I have seen every geyser, spring and inud- 
pot in this basin dozens of limes, yet I 
never thought it possible that winter could 
so change the aspect of the scene. 
“ The volume of steam is ten times 
greater tiian in the sum m er m onths, and 
then the awful quiet and solemnity of tlie 
scene made this Basin seem alive ivhli lile, 
instead of being dead and dying, as it is. 
The Norris Basin is certainly tlie oldest in 
the Park, yet in the hight of the season it 
is all bust'le, life and confusion. 
I have 
been on the spot when you 
couldn't hear 
your ears' for the noise of vehicles, braying 
of mules and sbouting of tourists, but 
hereon this occasion, after traveling for 
miles through snow from three to four feet 
deep, and thiough a country rilled with 
wild, scampering game animals. I eantc 
upon a dead city, tilled with noise and 
activity, and 
"yet 
110 living creature 
or thing w ithin a 
radius 
of 
m any 
miles of the spot. The clear, frosty atm o­ 
sphere rendered the transm ission ( f sound 
exceedingly distinct, and that is why the 
boiling ami bubbling of the underground 
caldron? could be beard so plainly. 
Al­ 
though I had jus: left a region of snow, in 
and around the Norr ~ geyser basin I found 
no signs of snow at ali.”

The use of plush has become so general 
that it is now seen even on evening toilets 
for young ladies. Two kinds of plush are 
sometimes employed 011 one dress. For in­ 
stance, a costume of some fine woolen fab­ 
ric has on the side or front of the skirt a 
wide panel of fancy plush. The overskirt, 
which separates over this panel, is bordered 
down the side, where it opens by a band of 
plain ¡flush. The plastron of tbe waist and 
the cuffs are of fancy velvet. The lower 
part of the waist is trim m ed with plush. 
The bretelles, which become narrow to­ 
ward the lower part, and the officer’s collar, 
are of plain plush. Very sim ple toilets 
have only the plastron and collar of plush. 
There is also a way of trim m ing the skirt 
to give it the effect of a full plush under­ 
skirt. This consists in having a large panel, 
with triple plaits on either side. The plaits 
are of the same goods as the dress. 
Galloon is now employed on ail parts of 
a toilet. 
It is consequently m anufactured 
in great varieties. There is a cacheinire 
galloon Avorked on silk etam ine galloon in 
relief; beaded galloon in colors and of 
pearl beds only, and galloons in all hues to 
match the dresses on which they are used. 
Galloon called “ plum neige” is employed 
on the sm all dressy outer garments and for 
large carriage cloaks. 
It is of feathers in 
all colors. Galloon is not only used for 
bordering outer garments, but also for 
trim m ing the sides of underskirts. It forms 
lengthwise 
stripes 
called 
“ bayadere” 
stripes. 
Galloon also serves for waists 
which are cut in V shape, back and front. 
Sometimes the trim m ing is arranged to 
imitate a sailor collar. A very neat “garni­ 
ture” consists of loops of galloon turning 
upward to form a collar, and sim ilar loops 
turning downward around the lower part 
of the waist. The same trim m ing surrounds 
the sleeves. 
Ribbon is used in as great pro­ 
fusion as galloon and lace. 
W hole panels 
on skirts are covered with small ribbon 
bows. 
Bows w ith long ends term inate 
w ith tags of beads or of light passementerie 
work. W hen wide ribbon is taken around 
a pointed waist it is tied on the side in 
several loops with long ends. Very wide 
ribbon is usually of faille, while the nar­ 
row bows are preferred when of satin or 
moire. 
Black velvet dresses continue to be in 
style, as they are useful for ladies who go 
very little in society, as well as for those 
who are constantly at halls and entertain­ 
ments. 
W ith two waists, this toilet serves 
foi all occasions. The skirt is round and 
the train is added to it. These dresses 
generally have a little black or colored jet 
trim m ing to lighten the somber effect of 
tlie velvet. The skirt m ay be plain on the 
sides and open in front over a large apron 
of black gauze or grenadine, covered with 
jet beads in various designs. Grenadine is 
used for this purpose, as it requires a strong 
texture to bear the weight of tlie beads. 
This grenadine may be over black or col­ 
ored satin or faille. 
W hen the beads are 
in such shades ns old gold, dark blue, vio­ 
let, heliotrope, garnet, etc., then tlie lining 
is in the same shade as the beads. A light 
drupery of the work is taken around the 
body in panier style and fastened on tiie 
lower part bv a twisted piece of wide rib­ 
bon. The bigb-necked waist has sm all 
pieces of jet work, which can be removed 
for the waist to be open in front. Tbe 
sleeve term inates below tbe elbow, and is 
trim m ed with jet work. This sleeve may 
be also of thetulle over the arm, while the 
under part is of velvet. The waist for full 
dress is either open in heart shape back and 
front, with the short sleeves crossed over 
the shoulders, or it may be full low­ 
necked, with branches of ¡lowers and dia­ 
monds combined, talc .11 from the waist to 
over the shoulder. 
Gloves worn with ball dresses are not 
quite as long as they have been ; they now 
term inate below’ the elboiv, w hile last win­ 
ter they exteuded above it. The most fa­ 
vored color for undressed kid gloves is light 
pink, ol a ficsli tint. 
Ail light shades are 
worn, however. 
For demi-toilettes the 
light shades of putty continue in vogue, as 
they correspond with dresses of all colors. 
Long black gloves of dressed kid, bordered 
witn a band of fur, are used with black 
toilets of velvet, satin aud beaded lace. 
Waists cut low in fichu style are much 
used for ball dresses. Velvet and plush 
waists m atching the skirts are trim m ed 
with line lace. 
They open square or in 
heari-sbupe in front, and close by means of 
a kind of “ corselet” of another material, 
which m aybe white or colored. The corse­ 
let is of lampas, ol brocades worked witli 
beads, or oí a piece of tine embroidery with 
the design surrounded by threads of gold 
or silver. A lace fichu is crossed and taken 
in under the corselet. 
If a “ guim pe” of 
tulle or lace replaces the fichu, it is ar­ 
ranged in the same way. Sleeves are pro­ 
fusely trim m ed with lace. Some of them 
are open, witli the lace showing ¡11 several 
places through the open parís, and forming 
a full, flowing trim m ing on the outside of 
the arm . W aists are often pointed 011 tlie 
border of the basques, with a lace ruffle 
coming from underneath to produce tbe 
effect of a lace vest with a basque allowing 
between each space left by the points. 
The following toilels, made for recep­ 
tions and visiting pmrposes, are among the 
newest styles brought out in I'aris : One of 
them, a dress of “ scabieuse” velvet and 
light pink satin, lias a round velvet skirt 
with a flounce on the lower part lined with 
pink. Tlie velvet waist lias four long points 
lined with light pink silk and trim m ed 
with jet ornaments in light “ scabieuse.” 
These points fall low 011 tlie skirt, ami tlie 
long tassels, which complete them, reach to 
the lower part of tiie same. 
A small puf­ 
fing is between tbe two points in the back. 
Tbe upper part of tlie waist opens over a 
niching of pink taffetas. The turned down 
collar is worked with beads, and a small 
officer’s collar inside of this is wholly of 
pink beads. Tbe capote for wear with this 
toilet is of velvet, lined witli pink aud 
trim m ed with pink plumes. 
The m utf 
matches tbe dress, and is trim m ed with 
tassels and “scabieuse” passementerie. On 
top of tlie ntuff is a rose placed in the cen­ 
ter of a lace rosette. 
Frenchwomen now 
use for dressy purposes naturai flowers 
placed in the center of their muffs. 
The 
bonnet strings may be fastened by dia­ 
m ond pins. 
Anottier dress with a train is 
of seal brown sirilienne and plash. 
The 
front of the skirt is covered with reddislt 
brown beaded passementerie. 
Tiie panel 
trim m ing on tiie side is in two piece?, one 
falling over the other, and divided by a 
piping of sicilienne. 
The train is com­ 
posed of alternate stripes of plush and 
siciliennp. each a half breadth wide. The 
waist is half plttsh. half sicilienne, and 
the collar and holt are of passementerie. 
The seal plash capote matching this dress 
has light bine and seal plumes. The vel­ 
vet mutf has a squirrel among bows, and 
is lined with light blue. 
A visiting dress 
for a young lady is of light gray and 
mouse color?. The underskirt is of plain 
gray velvet. The tunic forms a polonaise 
of fine cloffi in the same shade. 
It but­ 
tons 011 the side and is draped high. A 
cording faffs over the draped part and on 
the skirt. 
It is of gray silk nnd beads. On 
the upper pa it of the waist is a piece of 
embroidered velvet. 
The cloth sleeve is 
half long and laced by means of a silk 
lacing over a second velvet sleeve, which is 
very narrow. 
Over the waist is a small 
cape of gray cloth,with a beaded collarand 
epaulets. The hat m atching this dress is 
of very line gray felt, lined and trimmed 
with grav velvet. The fancy ornament is 
of gray heads. For dressy occasions young 
ladies’wear light felt hats, either plain or 
fancy, and trim m ed with flowers in pale 
tints without leaves. 
The hair is still dressed high on the head, 
although there are some exceptions to this 
rule. 
It is usually brushed up from the 
back and twisted "on the top of the head, 
where it is irregularly fastened on either 
side. Fancy pins of steel, brass and light 
sh ell are among the hair in such designs as 
palettes, wheels, tiny combs, stars and 
crescents. A small piece of hair is slightly 
turned up over each temple in Spanish 
style. This very youthful and rather 
Japanese wav of dressing the hair is. when 
skillfully arranged, both pretty and be­ 
coming. A coiffure suitable for a dinner or 
theater party is to arrange the hair very 
high in the "back, twisting it on the top in 
the sliatx* of the f.mr delis. On one side of 
the coiffure is a pin of light shelL There is 
also worn in the hair an aigrette surround­ 
ed bv a tufc of white plomes. A “ coiffure ” 
for a ball inr-ludes tight puffs above the 
forehead and short carls over i t On top of 
the bead isa bunch of mauveand corn-col­ 
ored loops, with an aigrette and a diamond 
crescent in tbe center.

D a n c in g in tlie W hite House. 
The practice of dancing in the W hite 
House by the hostess lierseif was com­ 
menced. if we m istake not, during the ad­ 
m inistration of Andrew Jackson, during 
which tim e Em ily Donelson officiated as 
the nation’s hostess. 
Previous to that time 
dancing was almost rigidly ignored at the 
parties and drawing-rooms that were given. 
The wife of our lirst President allowed the 
term of her husband’s office to expire w ith­ 
out setting the example, although she 
danced before W ashington’s ascendancy to 
the Presidency. Tiie shattered health of 
Abigail Adams was sufficient to exclude 
tlie practice from the one “ drawing-room” 
which she gave during her brief occu- 
pany of the W hite House. 
Jefferson's 
two" daughters failed to establish the pre­ 
cedent. hut their successor, Dolly Adams, 
gave several balls, although she never 
danced at them herself. 
Mrs. Monroe's 
reluctance to social enjoyments was too 
pronounced to allow of so exhilarating an 
exercise as dancing, and she was happiest 
when at nine o'clock sho dismissed her 
guests. 
Mrs. John Quincy Adams found 
more pleasure in books than in the whirl 
of society. After her reign, however, came 
a succession of years notable for tbe balls 
given at tbe “ American Palace,” as for­ 
eigners termed it. Em ily Donelson s love 
of dancing was too great to be suppressed, 
and her balls, in which she participated, 
were social events of great brilliancy. 
During tlie term of M artin Van Buren the 
custom of dancing was adhered to by A n­ 
gelica Leighton, and when Mrs. Robert 
Tyler entered the W hite House, doing tlie 
honors for her mother-in-law, the many 
private balls given were tlie social fea­ 
tures of the Adm inistration. The elec­ 
tion of Mr. Polk brought about a change. 
Mrs. Polk opposed dancing on principle, 
discountenanced the amusem ent, and her 
firm denunciation of the practice gave 
offense to W ashington society. 
H er suc­ 
cessor, Mrs. Bliss, was of another opinion, 
however, and her inauguration hall, with 
Miss Betty—as she was generally know n— 
as the Queen of the evening, was a notable 
event in tlie social history of the W hite 
House. 
Mrs. Fillm ore’s gifted daughter 
continued the practice. 
Harriet. 
Lane. 
America's social queen during President 
Buchanan's occupancy of tlie President s 
chair, was an ardent lover of dancing, and 
many and brilliant were the State balls at 
which she reigned. Since Miss Lane's days 
dancing has been rarely indulged in by the 
ladies of the W hite House. 
Neither Mrs. 
Lincoln nor Mrs. (¡rant danced, and only 
private balls, with scarcely any dancing, 
were given by Mrs. Haves, Mrs. Garfield, 
or Mrs. McElroy.— Brooklyn Magazine. 


7 lie lH o o m U pon th e G ra p e . 
This delicate covering to the skin of the 
grane, 1 think, has been little studied in 
America, but seems to demand some atten­ 
tion. for nature always bas an end in view. 
1 need first, though, to confess my igno­ 
rance of its object, ami desire that this note 
be considered in the light of an exclama­ 
tion point, for calling out the studies of 
o hers. 
I suppose tlie m atter has been 
studied in Europe, but I have 110 work 
t melting upon the topic; tbe science of vit­ 
iculture is just beginning to attract atten­ 
tion bore, but I have read somewhere that 
it is the bloom that causes the ferm ent of 
the juice in tbe process of wine-making. 
T his would make it a sporadic body de­ 
posited from .the air, for an ulterior object, 
not a growth, and require a contemplated 
use upon the part of nature that seems far­ 
fetched and remote ; still 1 have r.ot suffi­ 
cient information to deny tlie proposed ob­ 
ject; indeed 1 am inclined to think that 
there m ay be som ething in it, but see no 
necessity' for it 
because those ferment 
spores are especially abundant in the air in 
autum n. 
Another object we can plainly 
see, that is. the.» the bluom is meant for or­ 
nam ent. Nature takes infiuite pains to 
place beauty bclorc our eyes with express­ 
ion of forms. 
In our extreme egotism we 
claim this is for m an’s delight. 
But in 
tiiis instance I am afraid we shall have to 
surrender our claim to tlie beautiful birds. 
For if 1 should dare to give a guess as to 
nature’s object, I should be obliged to say 
that this ornamentation was given to in ­ 
duce birds to eat tbe grapes, carry tlie seeds 
away and drop them perchance where they 
m ight spring up and grow, and clothe na­ 
ture’s waste places. 
Another motive and provision though. I 
think we may fairly claim, is for m an’s 
benefit. 
We must not snub our egotism 
too roughly 
1 refer to the aid the doom 
gives in preserving grapes for w inter use, 
for it is found that the Catawba, Vergennes 
and other long-keeping varieties are usu­ 
ally the ones that have the heaviest bloom ; 
it seems to prevent the air from penetrat­ 
ing the skin. 
We may, therefore, conclude 
th at this m ay be one’of th e principal ob­ 
jects, and can see that even this delicate or­ 
nam entation may have a practical side.—

Cure or the P ip .—T his disease is not 
recognized by breeders at all. 
W liat is 
termed "pip” is claimed to be the first 
stages of roup, tbe sound of “pip” being 
an effort to sneeze. It is really a cold in 
the head, which closes the nasal pa «sages, 
compelling the bird to breathe with its 
m outh open, which rapidly takes away the 
moistures and causes the tongue to become 
drv, and this has given the nam e to what 
some call “pip” or tt bony substance on the 
tongue. 
The 
sneezing 
of 
fowls, 
or 
sound given by them , does not always 
indicate anything serious, but it denotes 
that the birds have taken cold, and that 
som ething m ust be done. 
It is not roup, 
but the forerunner of it. If not checked, 
roup wiil appear and remain, as it is very 
difficult to cure when once it gets in a flock. 
The cold may conte from a crack, leak or 
exposure to too much dampness. Keep the 
birds confined in a drv, warm, snnny place 
for a few days, and feed on warm food. 
No medicine’ will be necessary, but lime 
may be freely dusted in the poultry house 
so as to cause’them to sneeze and clear their 
nostrils, and the chances are that in a few 
days they wiil be well and lively.

They were well mounted, and 
he believed that others o f tiie gang had 
taken “ old Sorrel," who had never been 
known to stray before in all his .discreet 
and steady going-life. 
Am ber obeyed in 
silence.as was her habit, and seated herself 
with some work near the door. 
Her eyes 
roved often over the sweet landscape, for 
she could not repress the longing to go out 
in the pure air. 
Suddenly her hands 
dropped her work. 
" They are here,” she said in a low voice. 
Nate sprang np. His pursuers of the morn­ 
ing were tying their horses to a couple of 
young trees in front of -the house. 
They 
were fully armed and hideous with uaint, 
but they made pacific signs to Nate, who 
stood in the door with his rifle raised. 
" Put down your guns or ('11 fire,” lie 
shouted. 
They obeyed. 
Leaning their 
guns against a stump they advanced with 
extended hands towards the muzzle of 
Nate's rifle. 
Not an eyelash quivered as 
they strode up the little slope 011 which 
the cabin stood. 
Just then Am ber gave a 
cry of recognition. 
T hey stopped and 
looked at tier, then exchanged glances, ac­ 
companied by the usual Indian exclama­ 
tions of surprise. 
One was a hnge Oneida, 
whom Amber had often seen at “ The 
Castle,” and his comrade was the chief, 
whose life was devoted to the quest of the 
W hite Rose— Lone Pine him self! 
It was 
wonderful that she had recognized them 
through the diabolical disguise of their war 
paint, but she knew enough o f Indian eti- 
ijuette to abstain from addressing them 
when on the war path. 
Their conference with Nate Lacey was 
long and anxious. 
The substance" of it 
was this: General Harrison was closely 
besieged by the allied forces of Proctor and 
Tecumseh at Fort Meigs, on the Maumee. 
This the settlers knew, but thought them­ 
selves comparatively safe at a distance of 
thirty miles from the point where the force 
of the enemy was concentrated. 
Rut the 
near approach of a large forre, under Gen­ 
eral Green Clay from Kentucky to relieve 
the fort, had caused the besieging General 
to throw out skirm ishing bodies in all di­ 
rections to feel for the enemy's advance. 
No settlement 
or farm-house was now 
safe, and Harrison, with his usual thought- 
lulness for the poor people, had sent out 
his trusty Oueidas as being best fitted for 
such service, to guide and guard as many 
us possible of the exposed settlers into 
places of safety. 
Some they had taken to 
the fort, and they proposed this to Lacey as 
the only chance of escape, for the danger 
was hourly increasing. 
Dunn had now 
returned and joined the council, and the 
result was that they placed themselves in 
the hands of the friendly Oneida?, who, 
about sunset, were joined by three of their 
scouts. 
They 
camped under the trees 
without lire, telling the fam ily to use the 
same caution. 
The night was clear but 
moonless. 
W ithin doors the women made 
their preparations for flight with heavy 
hearts. 
Poor Rachel was almost demented 
at the thought of leaving her houshold 
goods and stores, the awful chances of 
the morrow seeming obscured to the wife 
and mutber by the question of how her 
children were to be fed. There were horses 
enough to mount the fam ily. 
About mid­ 
night the Indians announced tiiat the time 
to mount had come. 
The little band 
struck into the forest and pushed forward 
till daylight. 
The Oneida then called a 
halt and sent out runners in the direction 
of the fort. 
The jaded women and ch il­ 
dren slipped oti the horses, which were 
allowed to crop a little grass, and the fam­ 
ily made a hasty meu! on the provisions 
they had brought n itb them. They offered 
to divide with their Indian friends, but 
they declined. 
The two chiefs seemed to 
lie all eye and ear. 
Amber, who watched 
them, was the ouiv one who fully realized 
their peril. 
A little past sunrise the run­ 
ners came back. 
There was a short con­ 
sultation, and the result seemed favorable. 
They mounted and pressed on. 
It was 
useless to attempt to conceal the trail of so 
large a party, so they rode boldly on, the 
white men on one side of the women and 
children, the Indians on the other. 
The 
roar o f the rapids now rose distinctly 011 
the air, but they had a detour of several 
miles to make in order to come out above 
the fort, and so avoid Proctor’s camp and 
the batteries below. 
Their cottrse had 
been westerly, following the river 
They 
now turned south into a cattle trail which 
led to a little run that was quite a stream in 
winter, uniting with the Maumee. 
Here 
they refreshed themselves and the horses, 
and entered the stream, followingits course 
about two miles. 
W hen they had ad­ 
vanced far enough in this direction they 
left the water. 
In front was a little knoli, 
nearly bare 01 trees. 
Here a eolt, which 
was ridden by two of the boys, became rest­ 
ive, and frightened. 
The two men looked 
at each other and whispered, “ He smells 
Indians.” 
The attention of all was cen­ 
tered upon him for a moment, and when 
they again looked forward they saw a 
mounted Indian looking d«wn upon them 
from the knoll. 
The party drew close to­ 
gether, and the men raised their rifles, 
in 
another instant the knoll seemed alive 
with savages, who swept toward them at a 
swinging trot. 
The OntiJa made a gesture 
of despair— they were outnumbered. 
Re­ 
sistance 
would 
bring 
death. 
" Don't 
shoot,” he said to the excited Dunn. 
The 
unhappy man did not heed him. 
He fired 
at one of the foremost warriors, tlie savage 
put his hand to his shoulder and came on 
with a wild yell, and half a dozen nlles 
rang out sharply as they came on. Though 
the aim was reckless, ja ck Dunn and his 
oldest boy fell dead from their horses, and 
the vougest child was wounded in its 
mother's 
arms. 
The friendly Indians, 
well knowing their late if taken by their 
foes, slipped away in the contusion and 
escaped. The distressed group were quickly 
surrounded, and their bridles seized by the 
savages. 
The eyes of Am ber Desmonde 
wandered over the repulsive faces around 
her till they rested upon the chief. 
He 
was a tall man, richly but not foppishly 
dressed, in the Indian costume, but fie was 
not painted. 
She noted the easy grace of 
his figure which even Lone Pine’s did not 
equal.

This, then, was the dreaded chief whose 
name was spoken by pale lips in the 
homes of the settlers ou all the Western 
border. 
Am ber’s heart almost stood still 
at that terrible name. 
But she retained 
enough of her presence of mind to express 
her gratitude, and he seemed to be pleased. 


A frenzied scream now burst from poor 
Rachel.

horrors! 
W ell might a historian of this war say, 
“ In later wars we have often succeeded in 
shooting more men ; but seldom in produc­ 
ing more misery.” 
The toil and agonies 
of the brute creation alone must have en­ 
tered into the ears of the Most High, as ac­ 
cusers of man, in this unholy war ! 
Again the little band was mounted, and 
in the midst of the wretches stained with 
the blood of their kindred, and was hur­ 
ried forward. 
There was evident watchful­ 
ness, as if the captors expected an attempt 
at rescue from the escaped Indians. But 
those friends knew that such an effort 
would be the sigual for the massacre of the 
prisoners. 
Under the stern eye of their 
leader all signs of violence were suppressed, 
and they soon entered the British encamp­ 
ment. 
Tecumseh did not lose sight of his pris­ 
oners until he had given the women and 
children a cabin where, as they afterwards 
learned, they would be under his own eyes. 
Nate Lacey lie took to a spot wiiere a score 
or two of prisoners were at work digging a 
trench. 
Here he found men sim ilarly un­ 
fortunate, w ho had even more tragic stories 
to tell. Something of his old quaint humor 
shone in his eyes us he saw the meek white 
nose of old Sorrel in front of an army 
wagon. 
Though compelled to use his 
strong arms in the service of his country’s 
foes, his lot was far easier than that of the 
women. 
Am ber found need for her gifts 
of calm patience and conrage. 
They were 
in small, close quarters. Rachel was nearly 
distracted with grief. T he care of all de­ 
pended upon her frail arms, but well did 
she acquit herself the trust. 
Small time 
had she for her own griefs and anxieties, 
and pet haps it was best for her. 
And so the days came and went, until 
the eventful 5th of May. 
Since the 1st 
there had been an unusual stir of expecta­ 
tion in the camp, which had been noticed 
even by the lonely prisoners in the cabin. 
This morning the batteries played away 
upon the fort, as usual, but there was a 
hush in the camp life, that was explained 
to them by the wife of a sutler, who told 
them that Tecumseh was out with a large 
force of British and Indians, to defend the 
batteries from the expected attack of the 
Kentuckians, who were in sight at day­ 
light, coming down the river in boats. The 
forenoon was wearing away as usual, the 
dull thud of the guns breaking the mono­ 
tone of the rapids. 
Suddenly Amber's strained ears missed 
something. 
She held her breath suspended 
a moment, then dropped upon her knees. 
The batteries had stopped firin g! 
The 
story of that bloody day is written in his­ 
tory. 
The stormy charge of the Kentuck­ 
ian’s, headed by thegallant Colonel Dudley, 
the capture of the batteries, the feigned 
flight of Tecumseh, and the deadly am ­ 
bush into which Dudley fell, with the best 
of his command. 
Am ber was still praying for the souls 
going up to God front that bloody fieid, 
w hen one of Rachel's boys rushed in saying 
that they were bringing in the prisoners 
Slowly they tiled past. less than a hundred 
miserable men, wounded, foo'sore; with 
dusty, tattered, blood-stained clothing, and 
bearing the marks of the horrible» torture 
of the gantlet. 
Far happier their broth­ 
ers lying 011 the well-fought field. Some 
still raised proud heads and defiant eyes, 
while dark and evil faces leered at them on 
every tide.

Court has decided not to remove to Sacra­ 
mento. 


JUDICIAL CHANGES PROPOSED. 


Constitutional revolutions should he 
promoted only when great necessity leaves 
the people no other choice. Unsettlement 
of the orgauic act is to be deprecated, for 
out of the stability of our fundamental 
laws, ami the non-liability of change 
in statutes, grows respect for the laws. 
But it may lie accepted that we are to soon 
enter upon another constitutional revolu­ 
tion—not an upheaval, but a patchwork 
change of the fundamental law. 
The 
want of symmetry in the Constitution of 
1879 was made apparent with the earliest 
efliirt to ereet legislation upon it. Its dis­ 
proportion to the needs of the Slate have 
become 
more and more obvious as- its 
creaking machinery has been operated. 
YVe have already several times voted 
ujKin amendments to it, with more or less 
improvement. In time we will be able to 
whip it into a form proportionate to the 
requirements of our civilization. With 
all its ills, it has merits, and many of them, 
for its projection was in some respects in a 
right direction,despite its radical defects and 
vain over-reaching. So far as it relates to 
the judicial branch of the Government, it 
is confessed to lie weak, faulty and in abso­ 
lute need of reformation. Some of the 
judicial experiments it attempted have 
completely failed. It certainly has low­ 
ered the standard of the Superior bench, 
and wc take it that no well-informed mem­ 
ber of the bar, shaking with frankness, 
will attempt to deny this proposition, 
since it is notorious that the changes it 
effected have not stimulated legal minds of 
the l>est order, as a rule, to aspire to judi­ 
cial honors in that direction. Of course, 
to this, as to all experimental rules, there 
are exceptions, but the Superior bench has 
not generally commanded either the 
ability or respect which 
character­ 
ized the old District bench. Probably it 
will improve, however, and in time this 
branch of judicial service will attain 
rank commensurate with its importance to 
our system, but, so far as the Supreme 
Court is concerned, it is evident that there 
must he speedy reformation. 
The Bar Association of San Francisco 
lias outlined reforms and lias presented 
them to the Legislature. It is understood 
that these reforms have the approval of 
the present Justices, who, better than 
.others, arc able to judge of the defects o: 
the judh id system. It is proposed that 
the ben It shall, as now, consists of seven 
members, 1-ut it.-toad ol the people elect­ 
ing a Chief Ju the, h 1 shall be chosen by 
the Judges from among themselves. 
TwnJusthes hi cither department may 
render u ’gmeut; at present the concur­ 
rence of three is necessary. This pro­ 
vision it is believe 1 will enable the busi­ 
ness of the Court to l>e mote expeditiously 
transacted, by dividing the labor. 
The 
Supreme Court C-omm'sdon is to Ik* 
recognized :n the Constitution, and thus 
remove all the doubts now involving its 
existence. It is t > continue for four years, 
and is to have all the (lowers possessed 
by a department, but no judicial functions 
are to be coufcred upon a Commissioner 
except wiren -itting in the Commission. 
At present the Commissioners are little 
more than Secretaries to the Court, and all 
their acts must he reviewed and approved 
by the Court. The proposed change is a 
greatly needed one. The term of ollice is 
to remain as now, but some change is 
provided for the allotment of short and 
long term. It is specified that when five 
of the Justices certify to the Governor 
that any one of the Justices has become 
permaneDtly disqualified mentally or 
physically, the office shall become vacant, 
and the incompetent Justice shall be re­ 
tired on a salary of *200 a month for the 
remainder of his term. 
This is also a 
wise provision, and is in the direction of 
invit ng the best talent to the bench, by 
assurance of support for the full term for 
which elected. At (resent no method is 
provided for removing an incompetent 
Justice. In filling vacancies theGovernor 
is to appoint for the remainder of the un­ 
expired term, not as now, until the next 
general election. This is right suggestion 
and will enable the Governor to induce 
better men to abandon private practice 
and fill vacancies. It is finally proposed 
to amend the law so as to increase the 
salaries of the J ustices from $6,000 to $10,­ 
000 a year, and to allow the Commissioners 
a like salary for the four years the Com­ 
mission is to be continued. Coming down 
to the Superior Judges, the Association 
advises that their salaries be increased 
from |5.o00 to $4,000, and that in San 
Francisco, Alameda, San Joaquin, Los 
Angeles, Santa Clara, Yuba and Sutter, 
Sacramento, Butte, Nevada and Sonoma, 


they shall receive $6,000 each, instead of 
$4.000 each, as at present. 
These propositions commend themselves. 
It seems scarcely necessary to point out 
their strength and justice. 
If we would 
increase the working capacity of the Su­ 
preme Court we must make the Commis­ 
sion a department level with the other de­ 
partments of the Court, until the accumu­ 
lated business of the Court is discharged. 
If we would have upon the bench the best 
ability, we must pay a price equal or supe­ 
rior to that which the competent lawyer 
can earn at the bar, and commensurate 
with the high importance of the office 
filled. We recall the fact that in the 
Constitutional Convention 
there were 
those who maintained that a Justice of the 
Court should receive no higher wage than 
the laborer, and we doubt not the places 
could be filled at $2¿0 a day, or even less, 
but the product and character of a bench 
so constituted would lie more than a' curi­ 
osity in the history of the judiciary. The 
settling down of the salaries of District 
Judges when the change to Siqierior 
Courts was made was ill-advised, and lias, 
in many counties, borne legitimate fruit, 
by scaling down also the capacity' of the 
Superior bench. These officers should at 
least in the more important counties—be 
salaried equal in amount with the present 
salaries of the Justices of the Supreme 
Court, and thus elevate the character lor 
ability of this branch of the judicial arm 
of the State Government. 
There is one needed amendment to the 
Constitution that the Bar Association lias 
ignored, probably influenced by the local 
atmosphere, but which in their souls the 
members know to be quite as necessary as 
any of the others—the Supreme Court 
should l>e takeu ofl of wheels and located 
at the seat of government. A clear $.30,­ 
000 a year would thus be saved to 
the State in actual expenses at the lowest 
possible estimate; but what is far more 
important, the Court would la* almost 
wholly freed from the annoyance now 
forced upon it, to its hindrance in regular 
work, under the original jurisdiction 
clause of the Constitution. It would at 
the capital dispose of cases far more rap­ 
idly and lie able, in all probability, to keep 
abreast of its work, instead of being, as 
now, over a thousand cases liehind it. it 
would have more time in which to ex­ 
amine cases here titan at San Francisco, 
and he relieved of a multitude of trivial 
appeals taken now simply because local­ 
ity makes the Court too easy of access. 
We lielieve a majority of the Justices 
themselves hold these views, and are con­ 
vinced that sitting at the capital will ex­ 
pedite work and tend to prevent the 
incumbrance of the calendars. As it is 
now, the Sacramento session is a small 
comedy and practically useless, while the 
San Francisco session results in overload­ 
ing the Court and withdrawing the Jus­ 
tices, despite their sincerity, from that de­ 
votion to duty so essential to its dis­ 
charge. 
NEED F8R A COMPREHENSIVE IRRI­ 
GATION SYSTEM. 
The Wright-Abbott irrigation bill pro­ 
poses district organizations, provides for 
their government, for raising revenue by 
taxation within them, and gives the power 
to invoke the right of eminent domain to 
enable them io take private property for 
district use, such private property in­ 
cluding water and riparian rights. An 
amendment to except vested rights relative 
to mining water rights, and to prevent any 
injury to navigation has been made. The 
abstract merits of the bill we do not now 
consider, hut as a general proposition it is 
far from affording a solution of the irriga­ 
tion problem. There should l»c some sys­ 
tem for organization of irrigation districts. 
Such provision must form a part of any 
complete irrigation code. But the district 
organizations must be secondary to a gen­ 
eral and symmetrical scheme, which must 
comprehensively treat the subject of water 
rights, and the conservation of water 
courses. What the State needs is a gen­ 
eral law providing for due administration 
and care of all the streams considered to­ 
gether, and treated according to their rela­ 
tion to each other and to the several sec­ 
tions they traverse. Such a system alone 
can furnish the necessary and substantial 
groundwork for the erection of irrigation 
districts. During all the sessions of the 
Legislatures of the State, we have carefully 
watched the progress of irrigation ef­ 
forts. They have resulted in good, for 
every 
new ettbrt has added to the 
sum 
of public 
knowledge concern­ 
ing the question 
and 
the physical 
facts. That the subject, as a whole, is not 
yet fully understood even by the repre­ 
sentatives from admitted irrigation sections 
is undeniable, and is the cause of much 
of the impracticable experimenting pro­ 
jected. Such representatives very clearly 
ampreliend their local needs, and under­ 
stand the difficulties arising in their sev­ 
eral localities. Beyond this very few iiave 
progressed. Of course there cannot be 
evolved by such representatives any gen­ 
eral plan, untii the whole subject relating 
to a general system of irrigation and 
drainage for the whole irrigation and 
drainage area of the State is iaid bare to 
them. When we arrive at that point we 
may expect full treatment of the subject. 
We cannot expect to attain that end ex­ 
cept by deliberate and painstaking labors, 
not ¡mssible to a legislative committee 
within the narrow limits of its existence, 
with its attention divided by the claims of 
many other subjects. Having the irriga­ 
tion and drainage data now gathered, we 
can approach the end logically only by its 
deliberate and exhaustive examination, 
arrangement and comprehensive applica­ 
tion. 
Any haste, without such treat­ 
ment, means only waste, discouragement 
of agricultural interests and delay in es­ 
tablishing the general and permanent 
system that is so greatly needed, and 
which every well-wisher of the State must 
desire to see speedily agreed upon. In 
the Sacramento valley the subject is of 
less interest in its irrigation aspect than in 
its intimate relation to reclamation, debris 
and river navigation questions. These are 
inseparably connected with any general 
system, and it can, therefore, only be best 
treated by the Legislature, after a com­ 
mission, chosen solely because of its 
fitness for the task, has 
examined 
the testimony, that has been accumulated 
at great cost and after extended research, 
and has formulated plans upon which leg­ 
islation can wisely build. Such a com­ 
mission should lie composed of practical 
business men, aided by legal, agricultural 
and scientific coadjutators. 
We have 
heard of no reason advanced 
that 
leads us to modify the original judg­ 
ment we made that such a body should lie 
erected. It is the only wav to lift the irri­ 
gation quest ion out of the slough of con­ 
tention ; it is the seediest method for the 
settlement of the general subject of con­ 
servation of streams all over the State. 
For the whole State is vitally interested 


in this matter, and no local interests or 
needs can rise superior to the general con­ 
cern. 
___________ 
TWO GOOD BILLS TO KILL. 
Assembly bill 35 proposes (as amended) 
that manufacturers shall conspicuously 
stamp or label all their products with their 
names, the names of those who have 
partly made them, the place where made, 
and the number of the building if in a city. 
Moreover, every one who sells these pro­ 
ducts must conspicuously expose to view 
the stamp or label. For false labeling and 
for failing to stamp or label, offenders are 
to be punished by fine or imprisonment, or 
both, as may be those who, selling the 
goods, fail to expose the stamp or label to 
view. A premium is offered to informers 
who reveal violations of the proposed law. 
The measure was intended originally to 
reacli Chinese manufacturers, but as the 
law mast be general it will, if adopted, 
apply to all classes. Assembly bill 3)52 
requires the date of packing stamped on 
all manufactured goods, or their packages. 
How will these measures operate—con­ 
ceding the desirability of being able to 
identify Chinese products? The manu­ 
factures for export—prunes, raisins, canned 
fruits, smoked and canned salmon, and a 
host of other products—would lie seriously 
injured by such stamping or labeling. In 
many cases it would amount to absolute 
embargo upon export. In the case of sal­ 
mon-packing, fully ninety per cent is for 
ex¡Hirt, and to stamp the packages as de­ 
manded would prohibit their sale in many 
markets abroad, do no earthly good here, 
and in no wise promote the anti-Chinese 
sentiment. The smaller canners of goods 
here maintain the business mainly by sale 
of unlabeled packages to the larger estab­ 
lishments. To shut these up, as the bills 
would do, would be to cut oil' one of the 
avenues through 
which growers of 
fruit dispose of their products in many lo­ 
calities throughout the State. 
These 
small canners, if forced to label their 
goods, could not deal witli the large con­ 
cerns. They have not the means to estab­ 
lish themselves in the Eastern markets, or 
to “ carry over" their own goods. Blot out 
the small canners, and the interior mar­ 
kets will be aflected injuriously, for pro­ 
ducers will be driven to the few localities 
where títere are large manufactories. 
These small canners put up only the pro­ 
ducts of their immediate section, and do 
not pack “ full lines.” But a “ full line’’ 
is needed when an Eastern outlet is 
sought, and lienee it is desirable for the 
large dealers to be able to buy these small 
“ packs,” grade them and label them uni­ 
formly according to quality. In no other 
way is it possible to market these goods 
with satisfactory results, for the Eastern 
buyer will not take an invoice of mixed 
brands, of necessity unknown to him. 
As to the second bill, it is clear that to 
date ] lack ages of manii'acture is to give 
them fictitious value. For age is not, 
¡is has been shown in the case of 
canned fruits, a sign of deterioration. It 
is said that some fruits really improve by 
age in cans or jars. Eastern goods come 
to us without date labels; to date ours 
would be to discriminate against ourselves 
and in favor of Eastern goods. Such a 
stamp would raise the price of canned 
goods, as it would increase the risk of car­ 
rying old-date stock—so in this, as in 
most cases of interference with commercial 
laws, the consumer would suffer. Neither 
the date-stamp bill nor the label bill 
would, as laws, aid consumers in determin­ 
ing the character or quality of the goods. 
Either bill would tend to restrict manu­ 
facture to actual orders, for retail purchas­ 
ers would buy cautiously here and abroad, 
and henee the bills, besides tending to put 
canning into the hands of a few strong 
persons, may be said to strike directly at 
the fruit-growing industry, and especially 
the small fruit-growers, raisin-dryers and 
prune-rurers. If the Legislature is dis­ 
posed to handicap fruit and grape-growing 
and curing, limit canning, give our pro­ 
ducts a suspicious character and reduce 
home consumption of home products, it 
should pass these hills, or either of them. 


GAMBLING LAWS. 


invoking the thunders of the law, and 
Senator Yrooman has amiably complied 
with the request. Beyond this, it really 
appears as if San Francisco rather enjoys 
the notoriety of nursing in her bosom a 
nest of “ all alive1' simon-pure dyna­ 
miters, and revels in the fact that London’ 
Chicago and St. Petersburg have no nio- 
nopoly.of that article. 
The community constitutes the political 
m in, under our system. “ We are mem­ 
bers of a body, of the body and for the 
body.” What is best for that body should 
determine the rule of action on the part of 
the political man—that which we call the 
community. That some of its members do 
not obey the law against gaming cannot, 
therefore, excuse the infliction upon the 
community of the ills of free gambling. 
Yet this is what the Legislature proposes. 
A State is in duty bound to promote pub­ 
lic morality; as much so as to conserve 
peace and order. No real moral status 
was ever maintained upon a substructure 
of vice, hut if we legalize gambling we 
attempt that impossible task. Legitima­ 
tize gaming, and we illustrate the mystery 
that puzzled Christian and which Great- 
heart explained. While one sweated with 
the exertion of pouring water upon the 
lire only to see it blaze the more, there 
stood behind the grate another pouring on 
oil. It is proposed that the State should 
do precisely this: Permit municipalities 
to pour oil upon the fire in defiance of the 
moral sentiment at large that seeks to 
quench the flames. 
T hy; Assembly made a grave mistake 
when it killed the retraction libel bill. It 
provided simply for op(>ortiinity on the 
part of a newspaper publisher to retract 
before suit for libel. It sheared no man of 
any right—in fact it proposed to enlarge 
the rights of men by securing to them re­ 
traction in the same avenues through 
which libel may lie projected. It neither 
narrowed nor enlarged the liberty of the 
press. The scheme of the law is to dis­ 
courage litigation and prevent contention. 
This hill was directly in line, therefore, 
with the prime object of the law. A re­ 
traction in the same col limns that were made 
the vehicles of libel is broader, better 
and more satisfactory compensation than a 
Court judgment. The man who values his 
good name seeks nothing hut its clearance 
from slander, and the s(>eediest means to 
that end liest conserve 
his interests. 
Other States have tried the retraction law, 
and not one of them has found reason to 
abandon it. 
T hy: way to “ boom” a section is to 
proceed to do it, not indulge in constant 
“ talk” about preparation. We have been 
preparing long enough in Sacramento. It 
is now time to act. If wc would not wit­ 
ness the handing over of the prize of per­ 
manent commercial greatness to rival lo­ 
calities, we must be up and doing in these 
parts. It is not enough to preach climate 
and offer lands—we must proceed to fortify 
faith with coin and coin with energy and 
determination. If the landed proprietors 
and business men of Northern and Central 
California so will it, the necessary funds 
will be forthcoming and the reward of their 
sowing will lie speedy in coming and mar­ 
velous in the aggregate. 


S toc k t o n is providing a fund of $ 1 2 0 ,­ 
0 0 0 a year to forward the “ boom” for that 
section—there really seems to lie no other 
word to use than this, that is at once so" 
comprehensive and emphatic: San Jose 
proposes to make hers $200,000, and the 
towns in the south of the San Joaquin 
valley are likewise organizing, with money 
back of them, to bring on “ booms.” What 
are the capitalists about whose lands and 
possessions in Northern California are to 
be benefited by a “ boom ” in this section ? 
Are they found active in aiding the effort 
here ? What, in short, are we doing that 
at all compares with the energy exhibited 
bv our neighliors ? 


At the very time when San Francisco is 
passing new stringent ordinances to sup­ 
press gaming, and the ]sílice are active in 
arresting gamesters and breaking tip lot­ 
tery agencies; at the very time when the 
press of San Francisco is denouncing 
gaming and urging enforcement of the 
laws, certain members of the Legislature 
are striving to put a law upon the statute 
luxik licensing gambling. True, they pro- 
lsise to submit the question to a vote of 
the people in cities and towns, on petition 
of one-fourth of the electors. But this is 
simply a concession to the vicious and 
criminal elements. It is frankly admit­ 
ting that if the lower stratum of society 
desires to project the question into politics 
and (lolitical elections it shall have that 
privilege. Such a policy might as well lie 
applied to all penal laws as to that against 
the vice of gambling. 
Under it what a 
state of turmoil we would be in, to he 
sure. 
The Legislature, by the proposed 
Act, really says “gaming is vicious, is an­ 
tagonistic to public morals and debasing 
in all its influences—blit if the vicious ele­ 
ment tan secure one-fourth of the electors 
by any means to petition for a vote tqion 
the question of licensing this vice, the 
jieople shall be compelled to pass upon it 
at the polls." This is simply an evasion 
of duty. When the Legislature confesses 
gambling to lie an evil, it cuts from under 
its own feet every possible excuse for tem­ 
porizing with the vice. 


T h e San Francisco press is just now par­ 
ticularly vigorous in expression upon the 
subject of dynamite bomb throwing—and 
it is gratifying to note the fact. But the 
press is making a good deal of unnecessary 
pother over the case of the aged social­ 
istic crank, Hodges. 
His was an atro­ 
cious attempt to destroy life and it deserves 
the gallows and a speedy rope. But he 
fell into the clutches of *thc officers in 
spite of themselves. In a measure to cover 
the passivity of the community for weeks 
past, in the face of the most infamoas of 
bomb throwing upon the thronged high­ 
ways of the city by shrewd dynamite con­ 
spirators, and which unaccountable quies­ 
cence unquestionably encouraged Hodges 
to his fiendish attempt, the officers and 
press are making the most out of his ease. 
But there is nothing to indicate that he 
was in any way connected with the street 
railway dvnauiitards, though doubtless he 
is of that school of murderers. They re­ 
main undiscovered, safe from the grip of 
the law, and free to renew their murderous 
assaults. Nor docs it appear that the peo- 
-ple of San Francisco are very much con­ 
cerned about the failure to uuearth the 
assassins. 
Certainly there has been no 
pronounced, no emphatic protest against 
them by the community as a body. One 
commercial association, it is true, did ask 
that a bill be introduced in the Legislature 


How COMES it that our Third-street

A Los Angelian at Loom is. 
Eds. K ecoed-Union : After a journey of 
two weeks through what is commonly 
called the foot-hills of Central California, I 
arrived here at Loomis, on the overland 
this morning, and I really was surprised at 
the boom this place lias liad in the last 
year and * half, l’pon my arrival, Mr. 
Morrison, a prince of entertainers, took me 
in his buggv and drove to the principal 
vineyards and orange groves in the vicinity. 
They are something well worth viewing, 
hut one must go a considerable distance 
from the station to see them. This place 
should properly he termed the Sacramento 
colony, as here many of Sacramento's citi­ 
zens have bought homes. Some have im­ 
proved them, ami others are about to do so. 
Among the places we visited were the 
tract owned by Robert Petitt, a merchant of 
your place. It consists of about one hun­ 
dred acres and is planted to olives, oranges, 
figs, almonds, grapes, pears, and many 
other semi-tropical fruits. Another place 
is that of \V. G. Williams, who has about 
eighty acres well under cultivation. In 
time it will be a valuable piece of land. 
Adjoining this comes Mrs. 11. Merwin’s, 
consisting of foity acres. This is cleareil 
and about to be set out io oranges and 
almonds. The next is forty oi* fifty acres 
owned by Prof. Anderson, Principal of 
your High School. This tract is partly 
cleared and is said will be put out to 
prunes, olives and oranges in the spring. 
The next i- a tract of seventy acres owned 
by J. G. Marline. This is nut under culti­ 
vation, but wouid make a fine orchard 
Across the track from this lies the ranch of 
E. W. Maslin, who has sorue forty acres of 
fine grapes, two years old, and many kinds 
of citrus fruits about to bear. Adjoining 
thi3 place is Mr. Rider's. 
This is a fine piece of land, and looks as 
well es any I nave seen in the southern 
country, hut Mr. Rider and others who 
propose to make fruit their business should 
iollow the example of those at River­ 
side : that is. make avenues across their 
places, as it adds so much to appearance 
and value. Loomis is one of the prettiest 
places 1 have met on my travels, and, if I 
am any judge, the land that is offered here 
at $65 and $75 per acre will, in less than 
two years, bring $200 to $300 an acre, and 
lime will hear me out iu inis statement. 1 
think. Land not near as good, on, half as 
suitable for ctTJS fruit as you have here, 
brings $800 hr $1.200 an rc-e near Los An­ 
geles, where I have been living, and that 
ten lo twelve miles from the city. We 
have also there to depend ou water mo­ 
nopolies for the amount needed, and here 
vou have all you want without price. 
The boom is coming to you here, and in 
a little while orange grove after orange 
prove will meet the eye from Itocklin to 
New England Mills, and then there will he 
no jealousy between the central and south­ 
ern portions of California. They will all 
be working for a common end—-that is. 
California, to be known as the supply depot 
for the whole United states, if not the 
world.

The claim is made in defense of the bill 
that proposes to permit gambling to be 
licensed at the will of any municipality, 
that gaming cannot be suppressed—there­ 
fore the next best thing to do is to regu­ 
late it. 
The assumption that it cannot be sup­ 
pressed is false in fact, and hence all con­ 
clusions based upon it fall. In the second 
place, if true, it does not give warrant to 
the State, or any of its subordinate brandies 
of government, for engaging in it, since it 
is the duty ot all government to conserve 
public morality. 
Whoever accepts the 
wages of sin is a partiuDator therein and a 
promoter thereof. No community in all 
the range of history has prospered that 
was a sharer in the proceeds of vice. This 
may be written down as an axiom. All the 
communities of Europe that have been 
and are gambling liells, have had no 
other prominence whatever, and to-day the 
oid world ia everywhere exerting itself to 
cast off the shackles of gambling, wher­ 
ever license lias put them upon the limbs 
of a community. 
NO TEMPORIZING. 
In the third place, whoever admits 
gambling to be a vice cannot, with any sort 
of consistency, temporize with it. To tol­ 
erate gambling and accept its wages in sup­ 
port of a community, is to foster all forms 
of it. Wherever this lias been attempted 
such has been the result—■“regulation, so- 
ealled, is invariably a stimulant to gaming. 
From license of the gaming-table to the 
promotion of the lottery is but half a step. 
This is proved even tiow, for the same 
arguments to-day used in support of the 
proposition before the Legislature to license 
gambling, are advanced boldly and un­ 
blushingly in favor of lotteries—tiie worst 
and most pernicious form of gambling 
known. Hence wc have, contemporaneous 
witli the effort of gamblers to secure recog­ 
nition before the law, an effort also made to 
defy the Constitution and give rein to pol­ 
icy shops. 
These efforts may be viewed with alarm 
by all who have given the study ol civiliza­ 
tion and human progress any considerable 
thought. Error never lacks for an advo­ 
cate, and as a rule he is wily, plausible and 
fights from behind a protest that he is op­ 
posed, heart and soul, to the vice, but de­ 
spairing of success in killing it, as mere 
matter of policy advises losing its bonds 
entirely. As a matter of fact, he who be­ 
lieves in the right never despairs ; there is 
for him no such word as fail; human pro­ 
gress and the sweep of advancing civiliza­ 
tion teach him that the short road to reform 
is the direct one ; that refornris not the re­ 
sult of an hour, a year or decades of effort 
—it may perhaps involve an age; but un­ 
less humanity is in decadence, virtue a lie 
and civilization a mockery, the evolution 
of the right is certain. Any worthy citi­ 
zens who propose to license gambling are 
simply shortsighted ; we do not assail their 
motives; they simply limit their compre­ 
hension of duty to the sphere within 
which they may see results. Those who 
believe reforms never do and never can go 
backward, look beyond the period of their 
own activity, to legacies to be left their 
children and their children's children. 
With them there is no such thing as a com­ 
promise with that which debases, demoral­ 
izes and struggles to turn the Yfrheels of 
progress backward. 
SOME PAST HISTORY. 
The chief journalistic iniluence that fa­ 
vors gambling licenses, and wa'inlv ad­ 
vises the setting up of lotteries (the two are 
inseparable, in fact,) is our amiable con­ 
temporary, the Sacramento Bee, which 
imagines that there is strength in vitupera­ 
tion. force in a sneer, and conviction in 
epithets. Our weak-kneed neighbor, who 
pretends to hold that the way to Cure a 
man of a habit is to give free rein to in­ 
dulgence in it, and the best way to impress 
the rising generation with the vice of gam­ 
ing, is to give it free opportunity to engage 
in it, is amusingly shrewd, for it takes 
especial care to iterate that it is opposed to 
gambling in all forms. We give it the full 
benefit of this disclaimer of wrong intent 
in its advocacy. But if the feet are to be 
guided by Ihe lamp of experience, it will 
profit that journal and all others to exam­ 
ine into the experiences of California under 
free lottery rein—and that may be taken as 
a type of the results under all forms of 
gaming, even though some games may be 
made to pay over a part of their revenue 
to the cities of California. That mere fact 
of division of the wages of vice, let it be 
kept in view, cuts no figure, really, in the 
case. 
THE LOTTERY CRAZE tN CALIFORNIA. 
In 1809 the sale of lottery tickets in Cu­ 
ban, Kentucky, Bavarian, French and Aus­ 
trian schemes was carried to such an extent 
that when the Mercantile Library of San 
Francisco got into a close corner financial­ 
ly, it found lottery gamblers sufficient to 
aid it in debauching the Legislature of the 
State, and induce it to defy the Constitu­ 
tion and the laws, and give that institution 
a license to set up and carry on a lottery, 
with $11X1,000 as the capital prize. Even the 
Courts were paralyzed and held in check, 
and Ihe great “gamble’’ went booming on. 
At that time, mark it, lottery dealing and 
card and other gambling was rife through­ 
out the State. Not since, at any time, has 
there been so much gambling. Comparing 
llie later days with tin se, gambling may be 
said to be wholly suppressed now. Since 
then public sentiment has put its heel 
upon the infamy, and though here and 
there in hiding places it breathes, it is un­ 
der a ban stronger and more influential 
generally than at any time in the past. 
This sentiment, conserve^ instead of re­ 
buked by the Legislature, will in due lime 
bring this people to -the time when vigor­ 
ous suppression everywhere in ihe State 
will be fact. As soon as the Mercantile 
Library got its scheme well on wheels, 
HOSTS OF OTHER SCHEMES 
Cropped up all over the Slate and lotteries 
were thicker than " the (lowers of spring.” 
Towns and cities went into lottery gam­ 
bling ; men who would, a few weeks be­ 
fore have resented with a blow the prophesy 
that they would ever “ deal policy,” were 
up to their ears in promoting lottery 
schemes. Even old gamblers stood aghast, 
the press was struck dumb for a time (pos­ 
sibly fat advertising had something to do 
with it), and all the State went on a gam­ 
bling spree, such, let us hope, as never 
again will disgrace any community on 
earth. As soon as it couid catch its breath, 
ihe Bee, under the leadership of its late 
lamented chief, whose perception of the 
ills of gambling was clear, and who did not 
demand that lotteries be legitimatized, lifted 
up its voice in protest. In all it said on 
that subject during months there was not a 
single suggestion that the right thing to do 
■vas to compromise with the vice. Had 
the bill to prohibit lottery advertising, now 
before the Legislature, been then advanced 
to make effective the law, our contempo­ 
rary, under its then management, would 
have cried amen, and have given the 
worthy effort “ a lift” toward success. 
WtTII THE EXPERIENCE 
Of lottery gambling runnning rampant in 
the State and all the terrible evils that fol­ 
lowed iu its train, the Bet said [of course 
we cannot reproduce articles in full, but we 
give salient expressions, and omit nothing 
that is needed as expository of the spirii], 
October 31, 1870: “ This is lottery day, and 
100,000 people are anxious. Many’ have 
in vestís 1 largely of their small means in 
this scheme, aúd we fear that some of the 
non-successful ones—and they will be 
quite numerous—may be impelled to sui­ 
cide through disappointment, and we 
should not wonder if the winners of 
several of the largest prizes shall be ruined 
thereby.” 
November 2, 1870, again—no demand for 
license then : “ The drawing is over, and 
whoever lias not drawn a prize is disap­ 
pointed. Morally, it was a bad scheme, 
but financially it was a success. From all 
accounts, it were better that the Mercantile 
Library of San Franci^fo had been given 
to the flames, and had gone the way of the 
btrasburg and Alexandrian Libraries, than 
than that this lottery should have been 
held. But what care the Christian gentle­ 
men who, by their bad management, got it 
in debt, about inorals if they can get the 
cash ?” 
IT APPROVED 
The same day it quoted from our columns 
a bitter denunciation of the lottery fever, 
and approved it. The same day it quoted 
(and applauded) from the Mzvysville Ap­ 
peal a severe leader denouncing the lottery. 
In that quotation the Appeal referred to the 
lottery having been op ene'j with prayer by 
a minister of God and by readings from (he 
Bible, and said that heveafter the faro deal­ 
ers proposed to 
white chokers, open 


the game with prayer, close with the dox- 
ology and a benediction, and with sancti­ 
monious faces ejaculate, “ Let us prey.” 
The same day, when our contemporary 
was in the thick of the atmosphere of a 
full, fair trial of licensed gambling by lot­ 
tery, it quoted and approved from the 
Marysville Standard: “ It is impossible for 
a community to be exposed to such 
influences — to such gambling excite­ 
ment—without contracting a taste for 
reckless and dangerous speculations, and 
without imbibing a desire to get rich 
quickly by some oilier means than patient 
work and persevering industry. That the 
lottery just concluded has been a most 
mischievous and most demoralizing agent 
we firmly believe. [It was conducted by 
the best people of San Francisco, be it re­ 
membered.] The safety and welfare of the 
Mercantile Library have been secured, 
but at a loss to the community which may 
require years to regain." 
STILL MORE. 
The Bee quoted also approvingly like 
denunciation from the ban Francisco 
Examiner, and our contemporary added: 
“ And yet the proprietors, editois and pub­ 
lishers of these papers bought tickets, 
and aided the scheme!” 
November 3d our contemporary, which 
lately endeavors to stick to the statement 
that the horse was sixteen feet high, hut 
now and then forgets, said : “ The press 
denounce with one accord the management 
of the Mercantile Library that got up the 
lottery scheme, and the Legislature which, 
in defiance of the Constitution gave them 
the power to do so. * * • Encouraged 
by this example, parties all over the State 
are projecting new schemes and other in­ 
stitutions to 
DEMORALIZE THE PEOPLE. 
It would 
have 
been 
better 
for 
the 
State if the Legislature 
had 
voted the library half a 
million 
dollars, than to authorize it to raise money 
as it did. * * * The Le'¡slat re is pro­ 
hibited by the Constitution from doing 
either, and it did that which was mast 
ruinous to the people.” 
The same day (or the next) the Bee, 
now advocating the legalizing of faro, lot­ 
tery, rouge et noir, and other devices to 
blacken souls, ruin characters, and fatten 
graves with blasted lives, quoted the Spec­ 
tator with approval in its scorching con­ 
demnation of legalized gambling. [We 
regret inability to produce the Spectator's 
article thus indorsed in full, but well re­ 
member it.] 
November 5, 1870, the Bee again rapped 
the lottery swindle over I lie knuckles, and 
the same day quoted the Afonitor that “ Ihe 
experience of ihe oast few days proves that 
the spirit ot gambling is one of unmixed 
evil, and that lotteries are “ a nuisance, 
appealing to the worst passions in the hu­ 
man breast. 
‘ 9 and create unhealthy 
excitement.” Our contemporary, the Bee, 
added, “ Has our contemporary nothing 
but praise for those who let tiiis dragon 
loose upon the people?” Evidently if the 
grave couid give tip its dead, our erratic 
neighbor would not to-day be urging the 
Legislature to “ let the dragon loose upon 
the people.” The “ dragon ” played such 
havoc in 1870, that none who remember 
his advent, desire repetition of it. 
A GAMBLING CREVASSE. 
November 7, 1870, the Bee quoted the 
San Jose Independent concerning “ the 
gambling erevasse opened by the last Legis­ 
lature,” and thus approved its denuncia­ 
tion. November 18, 1870, the Bee again re­ 
ferred to the matter “warming” the officers 
for not stopping 
THE FLOOD OF SCHEMES, 
And calling attention to the fact that San 
Jose, Grass Valley, Marysville, Yreka and 
other places were up to the ears in the 
swim of the lottery craze, and said : “ Al­ 
ready one man has killed himself from 
disappointment, » * » 
and another 
has attempted suicide and more will fol- 
1 >w. * * * while no doubt several will 
be sent to the insane asylum. The Legis­ 
lature 
COMMITTED A PUBLIC CRIME, 
And a high one. too, when it enacted the 
Mercantile Library (lottery) law, and the 
Governor who signed it without a com­ 
punction of conscience, ought to endeavor 
to atone in some measure ior the great sin 
by instructing the Attorney-General to take 
proper legal steps to prevent any more 
lotteries being drawn in disregard of the 
laws of the State.” [Unquestionably the 
Bee would have then favored Assemblyman 
Carr's bill, w’hieh is dying, we fear, in the 
Legislature to-day.] 
" We look to the 
State administration to enforce the law. 
It let this 
FLOOD OF SPECULATION AND CRIME 
Upon us, and we call upon it to stop it. and 
do it right smartly, too, and most effect­ 
ually. Now that it sees its folly let it do 
something to atone the crime.’’ November 
25, 1870, in its indignation the Bee grew 
sarcastic, and said with biting irony, as so 
many are going into lotteries why not all 
take a chance, and it inquired with sar­ 
castic wit if Washington, in Y'olo county, 
did not want a town pump, if Sacramento 
did not need a town clock, and if Folsom 
did not want to do something or other to 
excuse a lottery. The editorial went on 
to say that in vain the law and the Courts 
had tried to stop the mania for lotteries en­ 
gendered by the library scheme, and hence, 
with sarcasm well directed, it suggested 
that the people be given such a dose of lot­ 
teries as to disgnst them utterly; “ so many 
that they will become confused; so many 
that they cannot purchase in all; so many 
that none will be profitable ; so many as’to 
break the bank.’ ” 
MORE OF THE SAME SORT. 
November 29,1870, it applauded the first 
arrest made for selling lottery tickets. 
December 12. 1870, it said: “ The lottery 
business has been hurt bv Judge Stanley’s 
decision—the winged bird llutters, but still 
lives.” 
December 10, 1870, it broke forth in two 
editorials, and denounced “ the opening of 
the gates to the flood of evil,” and urged 
that " they be shut by authority, and so let 
them remain. 9 - ' Better, far, to have 
school-houses and libraries cast into the 
llames than supported thus.” 
NO DEMAND FOR LICENSE AND REGULATION 
THEN. 
December 17,1870, it reviewed the Ma’ys- 
ville Appeal's apology for the Marysville 
lottery to improve Cortez square, and ihe 
plea that it was an honest scheme, our con­ 
temporary saying that the Appeal's (dea 
was this : "Jn other words, ‘ we do not be­ 
lieve in setfing the law at defiance, 
but we will do it nevertheless.” ’ It 
added: 
“ We grieve that a jour­ 
nal is to be found in all Cali­ 
fornia that can advise and egg on ’lie 
people to set at naught this vise and tUn- 
tani law [forbidding lotteries], a law 
founded on ibe Constituiion itselt, and the 
propriety of which was never called in i/ues- 
tion, save by the Democracy of the last 
Legislature. 
Better let Cortex square 
remain a wilderness like the Sacramento 
plaza, than preach immorality and defiance 
to the fundamental law.” 
It is needless to continue these citations. 
There was a time when, if ever, there was 
excuse for saying the law is OA-erridden and 
cannot again be enforced, let us license the 
gambling that rules the land—but the Bee 
then made no such suggestion, not even to 
amend the Constitution. To-day when we 
are not permitting lotteries to "be drawn, 
and only a few raffles are tolerated here and 
there by neglectful officials, we are told it is 
hopeless to stop lottery gambling or any 
other gaming, and the right thing to do in 
one case is to amend the Constitution— 
not long ago our contemporary advised the 
Legislature to pass a permissive law any 
bow—and let lotteries be run in the inter­ 
est of the cities and towns, with the State 
as chief “ banker.” This same journal to­ 
day. when gambling is under consideration, 
advises the passage of the License 
Act, and has not a word to say in behalf of 
Mr. Carr’s bill to more effectually choke 
foreign and all other lotteries out of the 
State.

Hoard of Supervisors. 
The Boanl met yesterday, all the mem­ 
bers present. Minutes of February 10th 
read and approved. 
The foilo^pu: resolution, ofTered by Mr. 
Jackson, was unanimously adopted : 
Whereas, It is the sense of the Hoard that, in 
accordance with the resolutions adopted yester­ 
day, it is essential that the peopleof this eountv 
should use every honorable means to defeat the 
passage of the bill introduced in the legislature 
to authorize the creation of dams to restrain 
hydraulic mining debris, and thus covertly to 
recognize the legality of this kind oí milling; 
Resolved, TJiat the members of the hoard at­ 
tend the meeting of the Assembly Committee on 
water Rights and Drainage, to protest against 
tile passage of this bill, and that our attorneys 
in the hydraulic suits, S. ('. Denson ami Robert 
1. Devlin, be requested to render us their assist 
since before said committee, 
A bill of M. R. Rose, in the sum of 
$1,119 57, for the placing in position of a 
pump at the County Hospital, was taken 
Up. Mr. Rose appeared and made an ex­ 
planation concerning the demand. T. J. 
Scott and A. Smith appeared as experts, 
and reported the bill a reasonable one. 
After considerable consideration the bill 
was cut down $1 per day for 32 days ma­ 
chinists’ labor, and then passed in the sum 
of $1,087 57, ail the members voting in 
favor of it except Mr. Bates, who was ab­ 
sent.A communication was received from C. 
T. Jones and Jay R. Brown, Deputy Dis­ 
trict Attorneys, on the question submitted 
a few days previously for their considera­ 
tion by the Board, as to whether there was 
a vacancy in the office of Justice of the 
Peace of Granite township, John Shannon 
having failed to qualify within the time 
fixed by law. They expressed the belief 
that there was a vacancy. The Board post­ 
poned action in the premises until the first 
Tuesday of the March session. 
On motion of Mr. Jackson, the County 
Auditor was authorized to employ extra 
assistance to enable him to make out a list 
of mortgages for the County Assessor.

THE CITY DEBT QUESTION' 
Considered Before the Assembly Commit­ 
tee on Municipal Corporations. 
A meeting of the Assembly Committee 
on Municipal Corporations was held last 
evening, at which a large number of busi­ 
ness men of Sacramento were present. 
Chairman Knox called the meeting io order 
and said that the committee, at the request 
of citizens of Sacramento, had met to con­ 
sider the so-called Dray-Carroll bill now 
pending. The Clerk called the roll of the 
committee and only one responded to the 
call, Mr. Young, but others subsequently 
appeared. Senator Dray was also present. 
Judge W. H. Beatty stated that he was 
informed that a substitute bill had been 
agreed upon which would be acceptable to 
all concerned and do away with any ex 
tended argument. 
Ex-Governor Booth said that a bill had 
been agreed upon, but he thought it should 
be submitted to the committee. He did 
not desire to argue the matter except be­ 
fore the committee. He did not know, of 
his own knowledge, that any one doubted 
the constitutionality of the proposed Act. 
Major Anderson’ suggested that Judge 
McKune should be heard ; that he thought 
objections would be made. 
Judge Beatty explained the present status 
of the bill. 
Judge McKune said that perhaps it was 
wise to discuss the hill with a view to as­ 
certain if it was a bill of good policy, aside 
from the constitutionality of it. He said 
he claimed that the original bill of 1872, 
instead of being amended, should be re­ 
pealed altogether. 
He was prepared to 
present reasons why it should ue repealed. 
He knew of no one present besides himself 
who would wish to he heard on his side 
at this time. 
Judge Beatty, in answer to a question, 
stated that he had not supposed that any 
oue would appear to urge such a radical 
measure as the abolition of the Commission. 
At this time a number of apologies were 
offered for the failure ot the committee to 
be present to hear the citizens who had 
cornea! the invitation of the committee. 
Mr. Young explained that the members 
of the committee had been on official duty 
every night except Sunday evening, which 
time they improved in writing to their 
families. 
Governor Booth explained that the only 
amendment now sought to be made was 
the removal of the 35-cent limit on the 
purchase of bonds. 
Judge McKune said that the city of Sac­ 
ramento was not formed in the usual way. 
It commenced by the assembling of a self­ 
constituted Government on August 1, 1349. 
When the city was organized there was a 
limit placed on the debt of $100,000. That 
was the limit till March, 1851, when it was 
made so that it should not exceed the 
revenue of the city. 
A long array of futures was here intro­ 
duced. showing the early financial transac­ 
tions of the city. The bonds were to be 
paid out of a certain revenue. He pre­ 
sented a schedule showing the present 
status of the debt, the number and amounts 
of the bonds and date of maturity, etc. 
He claimed that the Trustees of the city 
had for years been elected partly on the 
issues of the debt. 
. 
He called attention to the fact that 
brokers can be employed in the purchase 
of bonds, which he thought a great saving. 
Mr. Carroll, of the committee, made 
some remarks, asking what the people 
wanted. He wanted the committee to act 
intelligently. 
Ex-Governor Bootli said that McKune 
claimed that the Commission wanted the 
Act because it enabled them to handle the 
money. This was false, as not a cent was 
handled by them. They serve without 
salary, and keep their own books. It 
would be a great relief to them to be re­ 
lieved from an onerous task which does not 
pn fit them in any way. This Commission 
has rect ived $212,000 from taxes, ft has with 
but this sum purchased $1,250,000 of city 
indebtedness. Without the levy of a dollar 
of additional tax. the Commission will re­ 
ceive $600,000 in the next ten years from its 
maturing coupons. The Courts have al­ 
ways decided that we noisl levy certain taxes 
and we cannot get around it. Judge Mc­ 
Kune has argued the case in all the Courts, 
but decisions have usually been against 
him. The Governor's remarks were forci­ 
ble and well received. 
P. E. Platt appeared for the Board of 
Trade, and stated that he had been dele­ 
gated to convey to the committee the 
Board's thorough indorsement of the Com­ 
mission, and gave it as a fact that nine- 
tenths of the substantial .business men of 
the city favored the same. 
Ex-Mayor Tui ner explained the action of 
the Trustees and the Commission in refer­ 
ence to certain transactions in 1S79, which 
had been reflected upon by Judge McKune. 
Judge Beatty attacked the policy and 
legal acts of Judge McKune in the past. 
He went briefly into the cause of the ori­ 
ginal debt. He made a thorcurh and in­ 
telligent argument in favor of the Act as 
proposed, much of the ground of his able 
speech being covered in his remarks be­ 
fore the Senate committee, and which has 
heretofore appeared in the R ecobd-Union. 
Judge McKune made the closing rt- 
marks. which were somewhat confused and 
rambling—going over much of the ground 
previously traversed by him. He attacked 
in a very bitter and disgruntled manner 
the entire Board of Trade for its cordial in­ 
dorsement of the Commission, and sought 
to prove by insinuation that a reason for 
such indorsement could be found in the 
fact that the men constituting it were very 
near to the members of the Commission, 
and possibly had bonds to sell or other 
axes to grind. 
Mr. Hopkins of the Board of Trade, at 
this juncture brought matters to a climax 
by asking Judge McKune who he repre­ 
sented in this controversy. 
In reply, McKune attempted to claim 
that he was assisting W. A. Anderson, who 
was employed by the Board of Trustees, 
but it was soon clearly shown that the 
Trustees utterly repudiated all responsi­ 
bility for Anderson’s presence before the 
committee, they being now in harmony 
with the Commissioners on the bill as 
amended, and that Anderson had not been 
employed by them in this matter. 
After this passage-at-arms. Judge Mc­ 
Kune finally admitted that became to rep­ 
resen t his personal views and not auy one 
else.The sense of the committee seemed 
wisely to be that the subject of the hill be­ 
ing a purely local matter, affecting only 
the city of Sacramento, it was hardly worth 
the while of the committee to discuss the 
constitutionality of the measure, but that 
tiie'question could be properly left to be 
determined by the Courts, if such issue 
should be raised. 
The committee then, at nearly midnight, 
adjourned..

Consideration of Assembly Bill No. 431 
Continued to W ednesday Evening. 
The Assembly Committee on Water 
Rights and Drainage met in room 20 of the 
Capitol building last evening, to consider 
A. B. 451, introduced by Mr. Yariel, rela­ 
tive to the ini pounding debris. 
Robert Devlin, as an attorney for Sacra­ 
mento county, appeared in opposition to 
the bill. He read the following resolution, 
adopted by the Board of Supervisors of 
Sacramento county on Thursday : 
Whereas, There ha* been introduced and is 
now pending before the Legislature a loll 
known as the Walrath bill, to authorize the 
construction of dams for the purjmse of im­ 
pounding debris by hydraulic mining, com­ 
panies ; and whereas, we believe that tlíe pas­ 
sage of said bill would be detrimental to the 
best interests of the citizens and taxpayers of 
this county and of the whole State; there­ 
fore be it 
Sciolcid, That we. the Board of Supervisors 
of Sacramento comity, urge our Senators and 
Assemblymen, ami also the representatives of 
other sections whose property will be injured !>v 
the measure, to use tneir best efforts to defeat 
the bill.

The Clerk then read the bill. Devlin 
asked that testimony he taken upon the 
present condition of the rivers. 
Mr. Ohlever suggested that, as there was 
not a full committee, it would be better to 
defer until all could be present. He urged 
th a t it was not right to go into session on 
so im p o rta n t a question with a hare 
Q u o ru m . 
The Chairman said al 1 had been requested 
to be here, but there being so many com­ 
mittee meetings at the same hour. they 
could not all attend, as each member was 
also a member of several other important 
committees. 
Sykes moved, in order to test the ques­ 
tion. that they proceed to lake testimony. 
Devlin suggested that the Sacramento 
people wonld prefer to have a meeting 
when all were p,resent. 
Yariel asked if the opponents could put 
all their testimony in during one evening 
session. 
Devlin said he i bought he could. He 
wanted to put in testimony regarding the 
condition of the American aud Cosumnes. 
He would show that matter carried in sus­ 
pension. such as would not be restrained 
by the dams in the Cosumnes, would de­ 
stroy the fertile lands in its lower reaches. 
Yariel said it was a bill of profound in­ 
terest alike to the farmers and miners. He 
sought no advantages, and would be will­ 
ing to continue it until Wednesday even­ 
ing next. He felt salitied that he couid 
convince the members of the Legislature 
of the merits of his bill, aud this commit­ 
tee as well. 
. 
L. L. Robinson said the miners did not 
desire to take snap judgment, they were 
satisfied with any date ihe other side or the 
committee suggested. 
Senator Walrath said : We do not desire 
to injure the property of any one in the 
future, but our aim now is to protect and 
guard the interest of others, and by the 
passage of this bill that object can lie ac­ 
complished—there is no question of doubt 
about it. 
The Chairman—It appearing that all are 
agreed, on Wednesday evening next the 
further consideration of that question is 
postponed to 7:30 p . m . of that day. 


LOCAL BREVITIES. 


Young Men's Meeting. 
The regular annual business meeting 
the Young Men's Christian Assooiation was 
held last evening in the reading-room of 
the Association, Charles Campbell. Presi­ 
dent, presiding. 
Reports from various 
committees showed a rapid and substantial 
advancement, and all departments are now 
in a flourishing condition. The report of 
the Membership Committee shows an in­ 
crease of 204 over the number one year ago. 
During the past year the reading-rooms 
have been open 327 days, and have been 
used by 9,990 young men, being an average 
of 31 each day. Religious services have 
had an aggregate attendance of 3,267. The 
rooms have been repainted and refitted 
generally, all of which is due to the Ladies’ 
Central Committee. 
At the present the following papers and 
periodicals are to be found in the reading- 
ing-room : Secular—3 dailies, 0 weeklies, 
> pictorial weeklies, 7 monthlies : religi­ 
ous—6 weeklies, 2 bi-weeklies, 5 monthlies 
and a library of 125 volumes. The physi­ 
cal department, organized nine months 
ago, has done much to popularize the As­ 
sociation amongst young men. Over LUX) 
baths have been taken by the members, 
and 1,631 young men have used the 
gymnasium. The committee in charge of 
this department are making efforts to 
secure an instructor, and also to increase 
the apparatus.

not 
a 
m om ent * to, themselves, 
but 
th ty are so hard worked that at the 
end of the week they are lit to drop 
with fatigue. The whole country would 
gain if .-In»p assistants had gieater oppor­ 
tunities 
of 
intellectual, 
moral 
and 
spiritual 
improvem ent. 
Mon over, 
the 
cruel »tfect of the long hou.s is con­ 
siderably increased 
by the 
fact that 
the 
unfortunate 
assistants 
h ive 
to 
stand ♦he whole t :me. This long standing 
is a terrible evil. 
How injurious standing 
is we may clearly see from the fact that 
though customers remain in a shop for so 
comparatively short a tim e they are inva­ 
riably accommodated with seats. Consid­ 
ering, however, the relative need (f ro t as 
between the assistants and their customers, 
it mu»t be admitted that the seats are 011 
the wrong side of the counter. 
Happily, I 
may say this is no question between shop­ 
keepers and their assistants. 
There is no 
,such dillerence. 
I believe the shopkeepers 
are almost as anxious to close as the as. 
sistants themselves. 
Perhaps, thei% 
it 
may be said, why not leave the m atter 
in their han d s? Because in alm ost ever}* 
case the arrangements for early closing 
have been rendered nugatory by the action 
of some very small m inority among the 
shopkeepers. 
Over and over again Yue 
shopkeepers in a given district have been 
anxious to close, aud have all agreed to do 
so with, perhaps, a single exception. B et 
that single exception is fatal. 
One after 
another the rest gradually open again, the 
whole thing breaks dow n,and thus a small 
m inority tyrannize over the rest. 
It seems 
clear that nothing but legislation can rem ­ 
edy the evil. Voluntary action has been 
tried and failed over and over again, and 
the almost unanim ous opinion of the wit­ 
nesses examined before the House of Com­ 
mons comm it to was that it was hopeless to 
expect any shortening of the hours in that 
way. Such then is the present position of 
affairs, and, as I have said, the general feel­ 
ing of the shopkeeping com m unity is in 
favor of legislation. Even as long ago as 
1.873 the shopkeepers wJrocaine to me with 
reference to the bill I then proposed, ex­ 
pressed themselves in favor of a general 
compulsory closing. I then thought this 
was impassible. Only bv degrees have I 
become convinced how deep and general 
this feeling is.—Sir John Lubbock, in Good 
Words.

O n B oard Steamship Gaelic, 
) 
P acific Ocean, January 2, 1887. J 
T he first m orning at sea one is apt to feel 
out of sorts with everybody and everything 
and to call the unhappy feeling hom esick­ 
ness, but if the weather prove to be at all 
boisterous before he has found his sea legs 
he w ill find that his heart has less to do 
w ith him in the case than his stom ach, and 
learn to his chagrin that hom esickness on 
the ocean is sim ply a stom achic prem oni­ 
tion. 
T he round horizon joins the sea and 
sky, with nothing to break the regularity 
save now and then, at rare intervals, when 
the gray sail of som e ship or hark appears, 
which, if she com es near enough to show 
her signals, proves an infinite source of in ­ 
terest. 
Oftener, nowever, the voyager has 
to turn h is attention to the little world 
on w hich he lives, and full o f interest is 
that little world, which follows its course 
alm ost as perfectly as any star above us. 
Life on board steam er has been described 
again and again, but the steamer itself has 
too of'en been forgotten and remains to the 
im aginations o f those people w ho have 
never liad the opportunity o f seeing a tine 
vessel, such as the good ship Gaelic, on 
board which I now write, a sort of monster, 
quite as dim and awful as any which stalks 
through the pages of medite val romance. 


THE SHIP IN WHICH WE SAIL. 
Not being in the least nautical, Í shall 
not use any unintelligible references to such 
curtailed words as " to’g a l l a n t , fo’ard,” 
or even ” fo’castle.” 
I w ill describe m in­ 
utely w ith a landsm an's eyes, though I 
hope not to go so far as to call the good 
oaken deck above m e the roof. My room is a 
marvel of convenience, com bined with the 
necessary econom y of space,and as I sit com ­ 
fortably in one corner of m y wicker lounge, 
with m y books about m e and friendly 
photographs on the walls, I am filled with 
a real hom e feeling. 
The sound o f a sew­ 
ing m achine in a neighboring stateroom, 
and som e one ” soliloquizing” on a flute, 
tell me that I am am not alone the one who 
torgets that a few inches o f iron is all be­ 
tween tim e and eternity. 
The room is ten 
by eight. 
On the right is m y berth, with 
easy wire mattress and feather p illo w s: on 
the left, a 
long 
lounge, above which 
hangs 
the 
mirror 
between 
two 
port­ 
holes. 
Opposite 
to 
m e is the wash- 
stand, w hich tills from a faucet, shelves 
for toilet cases or books, and generous sup­ 
ie s e s of hooks upon which hang m y shore- 
Hroing togs quite out of danger o f becom ing 
prematurely wrinkled. The rem aining side 
gives space for a fixed chair and the door 
which adm its to this cosy nest. 
From the 
center above hangs an opaque globe con­ 
taining an electric light which I can turn 
on or otf at any hour after dark by press­ 
ing the button near i t ; three electric bells 
com plete the list, though I m ust not forget 
the chintz bed curtains or the pretty carpet, 
each adding its particular quota o f good 
cheer. Sixteen rooms, more or less, with 
sim ilar furnishing, open into the long hall­ 
ways. 
The doctor's room, w ith strange 
labeled bottles, is a m inature apothecary’s 
shop, full of cures for all our ills, but 
w ith a 
VERY SUGGESTIVE QUANTITY OF ANTI-HII.- 
IOÜS MEDICINES. 
On this “ floor” arc several luxurious little 
batli-rooms. with tubs cut from single 
marble 
blocks. 
A scending a flight of 
stairs, that Mecca of all well-constituted 
voyages, the dining saloon, invites you 
with 
its 
gay 
array 
o f 
glass 
and 
plated 
chandeliere. 
In 
this 
room 
is a piano and the well-stocked library, 
w h ile in the lockers are gam es o f all kinds, 
a m ost formidable array to do battle against 
m onotony. 
A t night 
eighteen electric 
lights send a glow over all. 
Leaving the 
dining-room and turning to the right, the 
pantry, with its rack-gsconced porcelain, 
gives a glim pse through the sliding window 
o f the wonderful kitchen, w ithseven cooks, 
not, however, so m any as to spoil the broth; 
whose huge and little copper kettles nestle 
together on the long cooking range, behind 
the iron fence w hich keeps them w ithin 
bounds when Neptune is up to any of his 
pranks. 
Poor N eptune can find very little 
fun nowadays w ith a modern ship, for 
everything is prepared to make his little 
jokes tall flat, and turn the laugh back on 
the joker. 
To the left are lavatories and 
a bar, and steps which lead to the hom e­ 
like sm oking-room , through the sound 
w indow s of which fresh breezes full of life 
carry away the stale m emories of M anilla 
or H avana, as w ell as m any cobwebs from 
the brain. 
Such is the hom e establishm ent on board, 
but com plete as it is, the full enjoym ent of 
all its pleasures depends, as it does on land, 
upon the character of the little family which 
inhabits it. 
I I o a w hite and sm ooth and 
assuringly strong the decks look, too hon­ 
est for paint or canvas coverings, where a 
tw o-m ile walk, in pleasant com pany, will 
give such ar. appetite for dinner as to m ake 
a wise man proud, and a fool asham ed of 
the anim al in his nature. 


CHRISTMAS AT SEA. 
T he night hetore Christmas I opened an 
enorm ous box which was stored in the 
steerage, and was greeted w ith such merry 
wishes from its contents of crimson berries 
and green leaves as to fill m e with quite 
a proper holiday spirit. 
There were hun­ 
dreds of clusters, enough to adorn ttie 
w hole ship, and saloon, state-rooms, halls, 
phe officers' mess, even the engines and the 
steerage were visited, and when the sun 
rose Christmas Day he found in the m id ­ 
Pacific the very berries which he had 
learned to know and watched ripening 
through the autum n am ong the laurels 
and oaks at Menlo Park. 
Neither had the 
charmed m istletoe been forgotten, and a 
branch w hich had been growing these 
m any years for the fair m aidens of Napa 
found its place of duty in the com panion­ 
way. where it withered in sheer despair, for 
our only lady passenger was accompanied 
by her lord and master. 
Poor, pitied 
m istletoe, like a life unfulfilled, a life with 
high aim s unattained, it hung there deject­ 
edly and uselessly, only a rem inder o f im ­ 
possibilities. 
“riuch is K ism et.” it seemed 
to say, but I answered sadly, “There is no 
K ism et;” but I accented the word as if it 
were French. 
W e had a tem pting egg-nog 
in a silver howl in the forenoon, in lieu of 
services, and som e fortunate ones received 
presents from friends ashore, w hich the 
Captain assured us bad been just brought 
on board. 
Three weeks at sea is not a long 
tim e by ¡my means, and one learns to en­ 
joy thoroughly the little things of life, and 
finds him self surprised constantly at the 
little excitem ent a hwilthy m ind and body 
requires. 
A ship is som ething like the attic of an 
old house in its fund of everything unex­ 
pected. 
Of course our one lady passenger 
ought to have a corsage bouquet for wear­ 
ing to dinner on such an auspicious day ; 
it would be rather a difficult thing to ob­ 
tain after a week at sea, but after a little 
search, a bouquet of roses, violets, sm ilax, 
and maiden-hair rewarded the searcher, 
the conventional plum pudding and turkey 
were not put to the blusli by so unconven­ 
tional an eveut as a lady at a Christmas 
dinner witliont a bouquet. 
The dinner 
was quite a grand affair, and broadened my 
knowledge of marine culinary architecture, 
for the display of jelly lighthouses, ships 
and frtsted m onum ents was som ething 
quite undreamed of. 
' 
The safe where all the treasures of fresh 
flesh, fish and fowl, which dally tickle cur 
palates, is stored, is worthy of all regard. 
Near the kitchen is a windowless room ot 
considerable size, which presents to the 
favored visitor a series of pictures rem ind­ 
ing him o f those works o f the old Dutch 
masters, which appeal to the stom ach as 
w ell as the eye, and where sym phonies in 
color are produced from com binations of 
juicy 
red beef and the green of hom ely 
vegetables. 
This room is called the re­ 
frigerator, and cold as the poles it i», with 
the chill o f an iceberg, and quite refreshing 
to see down here 


W ITHIN 
A 
FEW DEGREES OF THE TROPICS. 
Made cold by the use of chem icals, the 
snow falls as lieavily as in a New England 
winter, giving a chance for the glorious 
sport of snow -balling without the usual 
danger of frost-bitten fingers.

sea,the blueskv and the whistling wind were 
as merry as the day wa« long. 
Like a ball 
o f gold the sun dropped behind a purple 
cloud into the sea; 
the cloud bectm e 
crimson and the sky a wonderful pale green, 
so delicately green that the eye seemed to 
lose its color at tim es as if it were the light 
from a diamond. 
The w hite caps took the 
crimson glow from the cloud in its faintest 
tints, when suddenly all was dark, and the 
stars came out together as if lighted all at 


one m om ent, som e o f them bright and 
large enough to m ake for them selves bridges 
in em ulation of the absent m oon. 
Above 
the sound of the constant engine I caught 
the faint notes of som e m usical instrum ent 
and the beat 
o f 
a 
drum ; 
wandering 
aft 
in the 
direction 
o f 
these 
sounds, 
I saw a group o f dark figures on the deck 
below m e; here and there am ong them 
glowed the lurid light o f a cigar, and like 
yellow m oons the round windows of a 
deck-house 
show n 
beyond. 
“ A nnie 
Laurie ” and the sadly jolly “ The Girl I 
Left Behind M e” quite enthused the au­ 
dience, and a song from one of the men 
w ho just cam e out for “ one m om en t” from 
the engine-room, had upon m e the sam e 
effect which the flute of the Tied Piper 
had upon the children of H am elin, and I 
dropped down upon the deck be'ow. where 
1 was at once absorbed in the shadow and 
sat listening for hours to sounds which, 
under other circumstances, m ight have 
grated very harshly upon m y by no m eans 
sensitive ear. 
The little band consisted of 
a sm all drum, a base drum, an accordeon, 
a flute and a cornet, and two kinds of 
w hisky—Scotch 
and Bourbon—the two 
latter being played upon by the audience 
as w ell as the performers. Such is the 
brief glim pse I can give you of the hom e 
and hom e life on board a great steamer 
w hich for three weeks keeps on her course 
¡vith no land to be seen save on the day of 
farewell to Am erica and the day of greet­ 
ing to Asia. 
A STORM AT SEA. 
T he storm king was with us for a tim e 
on our voyage, and he and his courtiers 
have held high carnival, fair Salida splash­ 
ing one wave com pletely over our sm oke­ 
stack as she drove past us with her h u n ­ 
dred waves, 
roaring, lion-shaped 
with 
w hite m anes. 
The sky was w ild aud 
broken, w ith cloud waves lashed by the 
w ind into a tempest as fierce as that which 
raged about us on the sea. 
Pitching and 
rolling, but w ith that easy recovery from 
the shock w hich is peculiar to a steel ves­ 
sel, the Gaelic plunged with unabated 
speed through hills and valleys,now high up­ 
on the crest,and then,as if aoEmt todisappaer 
beneath the next on-rollin'? m ass, would 
gracefully rise again, trem bling in every 
part. 
ijor two days the w ind sang his 
dreary song and 
w histled through the 
rigging, w hile the water gave everything a 
coating of salt, until the great bow of prom­ 
ise appeared and the sun set in a glory of 
color with mountains, castles and colossal 
towers aud|giants with dragons, grotesque 
and brilliant as those upon the embroidered 
scenes o f the Orient. 
Then cam e the new 
m oon with horns upturned, floating like 
a golden boat am id the clouds. The waves 
went down, the clouds dropped from sight 
below the horizon, and In a flood of heav­ 
enly light, am id the chim ing of the bells, 
the new year came and the old year went. 
W ithin a few m iles of us lie those little 
points o f d rylan d known as the Midway 
Islands, where the American ship Saginaw 
was lost, and lately the Dunotter Castle. 
These islands are hut m ounds o f sand, with 
scarcely any altitude, and no vegetation, 


PROTECTED BY CORAL REEFS 
From the ocean storms. 
These sm ooth la­ 
goons in m id ocean have a strange effect, 
especially when the surt is breaking high 
all around them . 
Myriads o f sea-gulls live 
upon them , being the only tenants for the 
little house built years ago by the Pacific 
Mail Company, when they thought to use 
this as a coaliag station, where coal m ight 
be stored and taken on by the ’steamers in 
passing. 
Near here our two friends—Mrs. 
Leeks and Mrs. A leshine—were cast away, 
and 
as 
I 
saw 
no sign 
of 
the 
Du- 
santes, I 
can 
tell anxious 
readers 
of 
“ The Century Magazine" that they have 
not yet, in all probability, returned. W hen 
I was in school I learned that K ing Canute 
com manded the waves or tide to roll hack 
before him , though this is, I believe, denied 
by the wise men of to-day. 
I noted a 
case this afternoon in which tim e (usually 
classed with tide in its non-conform ity to 
m an’s w ill) was hustled along quite uncer­ 
em oniously. 
The Captain sent these words 
to the purser: 
‘‘January 1st, Saturday: 
To-morrow w ill be Monday, January 3d.” 
This frolic with old Father Tim e always 
takes place upon crossing the 180° longi­ 
tude, and last year, w hen com ing from 
A sia to America, the fantastic trick was 
played upon me, of being given two birth­ 
days, and this year I lack hut one day of 
not having any at all. 


SUNSHINE AFTER STORM. 
W hen the sun shines there is a general 
appearance o f our friends between decks. 
T he Chinaman at sea, even in pleasant 
weather, has to be driven on deck to get 
the fresh air, preferring to remain below, 
and if he were 
allow ed his own way 
would 
pass 
the 
long 
four 
weeks 
of his m onotonous voyage crowded into 
the steerage cabins; witli regard for his 
health and the cleanlinoss of the ship, the 
men in charge, in a fatherly way, insist 
npon his receiving this benefit. 
A sunny 
day after a rain shows from the upper deck 
a scene of life and bustle below quite in- 
esting to watch. 
Carpets from the cabin, 
w hich have been wet through som e forgot­ 
ten porthole, lie drying am id collections of 
rubber boots mid clothing, w h ile w alking 
about or squatting upon the deck the blue- 
bloused voyagers chatter and eat dim inu­ 
tive peanuts or peculiar cakes of rice flour. 
They cannot help hut be picturesque, in 
their negligent, natural posturing and Mu­ 
rillo coloring. 


THE GAMBLING CHINESE. 
Upon the deck have been placed several 
straw mats, and about th e m ,sit groups of 
m en intent upon som e game. 
A party 
near m e is engaged in a gam e o f dice, the 
dice being thrown from the hand into a 
round bowl, and by iheir various com bina­ 
tions cousin,, the tin hits, which represent 
coin 
values, 
to 
pass 
from 
one man 
to 
another 
with 
remarkable 
rapid­ 
ity ; 
these 
bits 
of 
tin, 
I 
am 
told 
are 
turned 
into 
m oney 
at 
the end o f the journey. 
Another group 
are at dom inoes, and another, w ith much 
m errim ent, play a gam e with cards about 
the length and width of the first finger 
Entering the steerage-companion way, and 
descending a som ewhat steep flight of steps, 
one finds him self in a large room lighted 
by ports, and by electric-lighls at n ig h t; 
the impression m ade upon the visitor hv 
this room is first of its resem blance to a 
country store, and then, a s. he looks down 
the long aisles lined on either side by shelf 
hunks, an uncanny suggestion of the cata­ 
combs of St. Calixtos forces itself upon 
him . 
Strings of dried pieces of m eat or 
oily ducks are pendant from ail available 
points, tins of various sizes, and square 
boxes with Chinese labels, baskets, um ­ 
brellas, and a bit of alm ost everything; 
fahcy quilts, and those brilliant, calico in ­ 
ventions know as “ comforters,” adorn the 
bunks, looking perhaps as St. Calixtas did 
when occupied by the Christians. 
In an­ 
other room is a pile of Chinese coffins, upon 
which one fellow is coolly taking his meal 
o f rice, seem ingly quite ohiiviotts to the 
fact that he m ay till one of them before 
his far-off hom e is reached ; he is evidently 
nearly dead with consum ption. 
A ll tJLi- 
nam en dying at sea are em balmed and 
placed in a coffin, a num ber of which are 
alw ays on board. 
In one corner is a pen 
o f sheep, huddled closely together, and 
am ong them I see the one’ black spoiler of 
the flock; a cow which gives good m ilk, 
canaries, Chinese mocking-birds, a dog and 
a cat com plete the list within this modern 
ark, which m akes a voyage h alf ¡«3 long as 
that famous one of Noah o f ante and post- 
deluvian days. 


THE PEOPLE IN THE STEERAGE 
Are divided into m esses, each m ess choos­ 
ing a man to fetch the food from the gal­ 
ley, where rice, tea, potatoes and m eat are 
served out. 
I remember that during one 
trip I made there were 25,000 pounds of 
rice alone served out to the Chinese passen­ 
gers. 
W hen to these rations are added the 
preserved meats and delicacies which form 
the major part o 
each m an's luggage, one 
can form an idea of the Celestial comfort to 
be found at tea. 
The Chinese females oc­ 
cupy a room set aside for them and the 
children in the steerage, in the fore part of 
the ship, and seldom if ever do any of them 
m ake their appearance on deck, but when 
they do. the gay coloring of their em broid­ 
ered robes and' the trem bling tinsel orna­ 
m ents on the head add much to the effect. 
I have in m y m ind now a group of wom en 
listening to" a man singing and playing 
upon a sort of m andolin, the dark uncer­ 
tainty of the " wbaleback ” giving a good 
background. 
Between decks, also, the 
greater part ot the 100 members o f the crew 
tiud places for their berths and kits. 
In 
conversation with the Chinese passengers I 
learn how a Chris ¡an country is looked 
npon by Pagan eyes, and even where the 
opinions 
are uubiased 
the 
impression 
which the returning coolie brings back 
with him from Christian Am erica is cer­ 
tainly not very favorable to oar boasted 
.civilization. 
AVI en an inte ligent China­ 
man quotes to m e from ne vspaners and 
speeches o f the tim e ot Mr. B urlingim e, 
and then turns to those of to-day, I am cot- 
nered. aud in defense can only say, “ C in­ 
sistency is the bugbear of little m in is,” and 
hope Emerson was right in the troid est 
sense when he uttered tha most acceptable 
idea. 
KEEPING THE TIME. 
The course of tim e is kept in a way 
w hich, though very sim ple, is at first quite 
confusing to a landsm an. 
A t nqpn eight 
bells are rung, then follows one bell for 
half-past 12, two for 1 o’clock, and so on 


until 4 o'clock, the even numbers being for 
the hours and the odd for the half hours, 
when eight bells is reached ; the counting 
begins again, one bell being for half-past 4, 
and so on, thus m aking six watches during 
the twenty-four. 
The only difficulty in 
telling tim e by this m ethod is experienced 
in the two watches o f the early m orning 
when one wakes from a sound sleep. 
In closing this letter I m ust m ention the 
deck-house, where the four officers have 
their room s. 
It is a veritable little cottage, 
and only needs a few vines trailing over its 
w hite face to m ake an ideal country h o m e; 
in fact, there are even a few house-flies to 
he found to add to the resemblance. 
A 
hallw ay leads to a fair-sized mess-room, 
where books and pictures are found on the 
four walls. 
From this room four others, 
with berths and all conveniences, open, 
and are lighted by ports. 
A bath-room 
also linds place, w h ile 
in this winter 
weather, under the cold breath of Fuji no 
Yama, a warm glow is given front the 
steam pipes which run around the sides. 
Such are a few of the places on this little 
world, w hich I hope w ill he of interest, as 
the vestibule to the new old world, which 
this morning, twenty-two days since Cali­ 
fornia faded into m ist, calls us to com e aud 
see and wonder.

WINES OF CALIFORNIA. 


RAPID DEVELOPMENT OF VITI­ 
CULTURE IN THE STATE. 


P reju d ices A gainst P a rc N ative 
AVincs R ap id ly D isap pearin g — 
S tatistics o f th e V ineyards. 


Ait interesting and highly instructive 
letter from the pen of Major Ben. C. T ra­ 
man. is published in the New York Times, 
concerning California wines and their de­ 
velopment, and from which letter the fol­ 
lowing excerpts are taken : 
In gold, wheat and wine, California con­ 
tributes largely to the wealth of the coun­ 
try. and she is the most extensive producer 
of the three products above-named of all 
the States. While there will continue to 
be great gold and wheat yields annually 
for many years to come, it is chiefly in the 
vineyards of Californa that the people of 
the Eastern States are at present interested. 
They do not desire to see the consumption 
of either American whisky or French 
brandy increase, and they are getting tired 
of paying upset rates for foreign wines that 
have generally been put through processes 
of adulteration. Besides, all experience 
shows that the inhabitants of wine-produc­ 
ing districts are generally tem perate; while 
in colder countries by the use of fiery pota­ 
tions, drunkenness is much more common. 
This has been the case for centuries, and it 
is doubtful if either preaching or legisla­ 
tion is likely to reverse completely the im­ 
memorial result. The true reformer there­ 
fore will favor the production and dissemi­ 
nation of light or other good wines, which 
shall in a measure take the place of the 
fabricated liquors into which so many 
large quantities of good breadstuff» are 
everywhere distilled. 
Wine-drinking is greatly on the increase 
amone the American people; and. while 
he vineyards of France and other foreign 
countries will for a long time contribute 
portions of their vinous products, the vine­ 
yards of New York and New Jersey, and 
those on the banks of the Ohio and upper 
Mississippi, will furnish part of the needed 
supply. But no one acquainted with the 
varied soils and diversified climate of Cali­ 
fornia can doubt that it is to that State that 
the American people are to look for the 
wines that will in time make them forget 
Bordeaux. Rheims, Epernay, Oporto, Ma­ 
deira and Tokay. 
The excellence of the California produc­ 
tions lies in their absolute purity, but they 
lack age and that exquisite manipulation 
which imparts to imported concoctions a 
mellow taste and an acceptable aroma. 
There is a nutty flavor to the so-called 
cheap sherry from abroad that often 
pleases the senses more than that of the 
unadulterated sherry sent from here, but 
the tonner is actually guilty of deleterious 
effects, while the latter is only deemed de­ 
ficient in high-bred quality—which may be 
traced to its newness and nothing else. 
Neither of these wines is in great favor 
here, however, and all of the clubs but 
one and the first-class hotels generally use 
the imported article. Of Angelica wine 
the same may l>e said—it has always been 
a favorite in’ the East, but it is generally 
spumed here. This is the wine, though, 
which attracted the admiration of the 
jurors at the French Exposition nineteen 
years ago. 
* There arc three distinct wine districts in 
California : The coast range district, which 
includes Sonoma, Lake, Napa, Alameda, 
Santa Cruz and Santa Clara counties ; the 
Sierra Nevada foothill and Sacramento 
valley district, taking in I’lacer, El Dorado, 
Tuolumne, Yuba, Yolo, Sacramento and 
Tehama counties, and the southern district, 
embracing San Bernardino, Los Angeles, 
San Diego and Fresno counties. The first 
excels, on the whole, in its white and red 
acid wines, such as hock, clarel, sauterue, 
burgundy and others; the second pro­ 
duces most excellent dry wines of exquisite 
bouquet, many of which bear a greater re­ 
semblance to the wines of Hungary, Greece 
and Cape Constantia than to those of 
France, Italy and Germany; the third dis­ 
trict, while it has achieved much success 
during the past fifteen years in its produc­ 
tions of hock, burgundy and claret, excels 
greatly in its port, sherry, madeira, an­ 
gelica and other sweet and heavy wines. 
In the manufacture of these latter there is 
no doctoring or adulteration of any kind 
carried on. and no tlavoring, coloring, or 
sweetening, except as brandy is added from 
the same grape to certain sweet wines, or 
juices from wild grapes, as far as is known 
by the writer. I am informed, however, 
that some few unscrupulous makers of 
“ warrented fine clarets ” give higher color 
to their productions by introducing the 
juice ot the cherry rather than by blending 
with some wine of a high color, but which 
they do not have. 
California exported 5.022,474 gallons dur­ 
ing 18S0, and produced about 19,000,000 or 
more. The number of gallons exported 
during 1S85 was 4,141,814. The number of 
acres in vines in California in 1880, accord­ 
ing fo the aggregated assessors' statistics, 
which are under if anything, are 119,730, 
two-thirds of which liave been planted 
since ISSu, or about 94,480,800 vines, most 
of which are bearing. Of these 119,730 
acres. 91,013 are planted in wine grape-*, 
19,199 in table grapes and 9,488 in raisin 
grapes. This one interest alone represents 
a capital of $08,000.000, and gives employ­ 
ment directly and indirectly to quite 90,­ 
000 men. Out of the 52 counties there is 
not one that does not produce grapes, 45 
make wine either for sale or for home con­ 
sumption, and 24 make wine in a greater 
or lesser wav for exportation. The largest 
vineyard in the world is in California— 
that of Senator Leland Stanford, in Te­ 
hama county—3,825 acres, or about 3,060,­ 
000 vines. California also has the smallest 
vineyard in the world—the monster (one) 
grapevine in Santa Barbara county, which 
is about 63 years old, has a diameter one 
foot from the ground of 12 inches, and 
whose branches cover an area of 12.000 feet. 
This one vine produces from 10,000 to 12,­ 
000 pounds of grapes, ami for many years 
these grapes were made into wine, the pro­ 
cess being the treading out of the juice by 
naked Indians. I have picked bunches of 
grapes from this vine many a time that 
weighed five, six and seven pounds. This 
vine was planted by a Mexican woman 
Maria MarcilinaFelix, whodied"under her 
own vine and fig tree” in 1805, aged 107. 
It luav not be uninteresting right here to 
make some comparisons, and to show that 
while California is the great wine-growing 
country of America, and that while it has 
more acres of wine grapes than all the rest 
of our country put together, it has got to 
do some tall work to catch up to France, 
with its 5,146,783 acres, or more than half 
the acreage in wine-making grapes in the 
world. This makes our 91,013 acres a 
mere miniature vineyard compared with 
that of the Frenchman, while the latter 
made 553,923,000 gallons of wine and 
brandv, against California's 19,000,000 in 
1880. ' 
The planting, cultivation, picking and 
pruning of the California grape has a great 
m any advantages over the same processes 
in France and other European grape-grow­ 
ing sections of country, ilut these are all 
balanced by the low price of labor in those 
countries as compared to that paid by Cal­ 
ifornia viticulturists. In the first place, 
the California vineyards are generally free 
from Stones, and no fertilizers are neces­ 
sary or are used. There is no snow at all 
and seldom any rain or hail from pruning 
time to vintage. There are as yet no bugs 
of much concern, and the ravages of the 
phylloxera in Napa and Sonoma counties 
have been much subdued. The ravages of 
the phylloxera in France have been dread­ 
ful : for out of her area of 5,146,788 acres 
in 1884, 1,601,278 acres were attacked, and 
are now dead or dying. Previous to 1884 
there had been 1,072.500 acres ol'fane grape- 
r'nes totally destroyed, and her total pro­ 
duction of wine in 1885 was 042,003,000 
gallons. 300.000,000 less than the (mean) 
product of ten previous seasons : while the 
alill further falling oft for 1886 is 88.140,000 
gallons. Our other advantages are double 
the foreign crop per acre, and tiro general 
warmth and equability of the California 
climate, where fermentation is carried on 
w ithout artificial heat, while in other grape 
countries tires have to be kept up in the 
cellars duriDg winter. Land is cheaper in 
< 'alifornia than in France, and interest on 
money nowadays only a trille higher.

The bill submitted by Mr. W etmqie retids 
as follows: 
All Act defining pure v. me Ht)d fr,r tile pre­ 
vention oí fraud In relation tbcirfto 
The people of theSt ate of California, repre­ 
sented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as fol­ 
lows : 
Section 1. Fot the Trtffposss of this Act. pure 
wine shall be. define*» as follows : The juice of 
gruj»es fermented, preserved, or fortified for use 
as it beverage, or as a medicine, by methods 
recognised as legitimate, according to the pro­ 
visions of this Act; uniermented grape juice, 
containing n<* addition of distilled spirits, may 
be denominated, according to popular custom 
and demand, as wine only when described as 
“unlerrocuted wine,” and snail be deemed pure 
only when preserved for use us a beverage or 
medicine, in accordance with the provisions of 
this Act. Pure grape must shad l»e deemed to 
be pore grape must lrom which water lias been 
extracted by evaporation for purposes of preser­ 
vation, or increase of saccharine strength. Dry 
wine D that produced by complete fermentatioa 
of saccharine contained in must. Sweet wine is 
that which contains more or less saccharine ap­ 
preciable to the taste. Fortified wine is that 
wine to which distilled spirits have been added 
to increase alcoholic strength, for purposes of 
preservation only, and shall be held to be pure 
when the spiritsV> used ure the product of the 
grape only. Pure champagc, or sparkling wine, 
is that which contains carbonic acid gas or ef­ 
fervescence produced only by natural fermenta­ 
tion of saccharine matter of musts, or partially 
fermented wine in a bottle. 
Section 2. In the fermentation, preservation 
and lortification of pure wine it shall be spe­ 
cifically understood that no materials shall bh 
used intended as substitutes lor grapes or any 
part of grapes; no coloring matters shall be 
added whicn are not the pure products of grapes 
during fermentation, or by extraction from 
grapes with the ai«l of pure grape spirits: no 
foreign fruit juices and no spirits imported from 
foreign countries, whether pure or compounded 
with fruit juices or other material not the pure 
product or grapes, shall be* used for any pur­ 
pose: no aniline dyes, salicylic acid, glycerine, 
alum or other chemical antiseptics or ingre­ 
dients recognised as deleterious to the health of 
consumers, or as injurious to the reputation of 
wine as pure, by authorities constituted by this 
Act, shall be permitted; and no distilled spirits 
shall be added except lor the sole purpose of 
preservation, and without the intention of en­ 
abling trade to lengthen the volume of fortified 
dry wine by the addition of water or other 
wine weaker in alcoholic strength. 
Section 3. In the fermentation and preserva­ 
tion of pure wine, and during the operations of 
fining and clarifying, removing defects, improv­ 
ing qualities, blending and maturing, no meth­ 
ods snail be employed which essentially Con­ 
ti let with the pro vision s of the preceding sec­ 
tion* of this Act. and no materials for the pro­ 
motion of fermentation, of the assistance of any 
of the operations of wine treatment which shall 
be condemned as injurious to the consumer or 
reputation of wine as pure by the authorities 
constituted by this Act; provided, that it shall 
be expressly understood that the practices of us­ 
ing pure tannin in small quantities, leaven to 
excite fermentation only, and not to increase 
the material for the production of* alcohol; 
water before, or during, but not after fermenta­ 
tion, for the purpose of decreasing the saccha­ 
rine strength of musts to enable perfect fermen­ 
tation; and the natural products of grapes in the 
pure forms as they exist in pure grape musts, 
skins and seeds; sulphur fumes to disinfect 
cooperage and prevent disease in wine; and 
pure gelatinous and albuminious substances, 
for the sole purpose ol assisting fining or clarifi­ 
cation shall be specifically permitted in the op­ 
erations hereinbefore mentioned, in accordance 
with recognized legitimate custom. 
Section 4. It shall be unlawful to sell, or ex­ 
pose. or otter to sell under the name of wine, or 
grajKi must or condensed must, or under any 
names designating pure wines, or pure musts, 
as hereinbefore classified and defined, or brand­ 
ed, labeled, or designated in any way as wine 
or musts, or by any name popularly and com­ 
mercially used as a designation of wine pro­ 
duced from grapes, such as claret, burgundy, 
hock, S&uterne, port, sherry, Madeira and An­ 
gelica, any substance, or compound, except pure 
wine, or pure grape must or pure grape con­ 
densed must, as defined by this Act, and pro­ 
duced in accordance with and subject to the re­ 
strictions herein set forth ; provided, that this 
Act shall not applv to liquors imported from any 
foreign country, which are taxed upon entry by 
custom laws in accordance with a specific duty 
and contained in original packages, or vessels, 
and prominently branded, labeled or marked, 
so as to be known to all persons as foreign pro­ 
ducts. excepting, however, when such liquors 
contain adulterations of artificial coloring mat- 
teis,antiseptic chemicals, or other ingredients 
known to be deleterious to the health of con­ 
sumers. as may be determined by authorities 
constituted by this Act; and, providedfurther, that 
this Act shall not apply to eurrant-wine, goose- 
berry-wine, or wines made from other fruits 
than the grape, which are labeled or branded 
aud designated and sold, or ottered, or exposed 
for sale under names, including the word wine, 
but also expressing distinctly the fruit from 
which they are mane, asgooseberry-wine, elder- 
berry-winc, or the like. 
Section 5. Kxccptions from the provisions of 
this Act shall be made in tiie case of pure 
champagne or sparkling wine so far as to per­ 
mit the use of crystallized sugar in sweetening 
the same according to usual customs, but in no 
other respect. 
Section G. All contracts for the payment of 
money or any valuable consideration 011 ac­ 
count’ of the production, sale or delivery of 
wine, grajK* must or condensed grape must, 
wherein there has been no agreement in writing 
specifying clearly that products other than 
those defined as pure by this Act, and produced 
in accordance with the provisions hereof are 
intended to be produced, sold or purchased, 
shall become void if In such production, sale or 
delivery there has been any violation of the 
provisions of this Act. All actual production 
under contract or agreement, oral or written, as 
well as all sales and deliveries effected in viola­ 
tion of tbe intention and provisions of this Act 
shall constitute actual fraud, and any person or 
persons against whom such fraud’ has been 
committed shall have the right to recover dam­ 
ages by suit commenced iu any* Court of com­ 
petent jurisdiction against the offending party 
or parties, and in case judgment shall be ren­ 
dered in his favor, he shall recover in addition 
to the amount of damages awarded, also the 
costs of suit and such reasonable attorney fees 
as the Court may allow. It shall be a misde­ 
meanor to expose, sell or otter for sale as wine, 
grape must or condensed grape must any sub­ 
stance in violation of Section 4 of this Act. 
Section 7. Within three months from the date 
of the passage of this Act, the Board of State 
Viticultural Commissioners and State Analyst 
shall meet and declare for the information of 
the public what methods of production and 
treatment of wine muy be specially injurious to 
the health of consumers ami the reputation of 
pure wines and musts, including and in addi­ 
tion to those expressly forbidden by this Act, 
and also such other methods os may be per­ 
missible, but not inconsistent with any of the 
provisions hereof, ami such declaration shall be 
published for thirty days iu at least two daily 
newspapers of general circulation, and two 
weekly papers having a general circulation in 
wiue-growing districts, and copies thereof shall 
be forwarded to the Secretary of State aud the 
State Board of Health. Such declaration shall 
be final for the purj»oses ot this A ct; provided, 
however, that on complaint of any party, any 
of the provisions thereof may be referred to the 
State Board of Health for review, with res]»ect 
to 
the admissibility or inadmissibility 
of any method or material not spe­ 
cially mentioned in this Act, with respect 
to influence upon the health of consumers, and 
the said State Board of Health may reverse or 
confirm the same, and it reversed, such action 
shall be final, aud shall lie likewise published 
by the State Board of Viticultural Commission­ 
ers in like manner as hereinbefore provided for: 
and such declaration may be amended or en­ 
larged from time to time, subject to such review 
in like manner as first provided lor, and it shall 
constitute the authority for determining legit­ 
imate methods and practices not specially de­ 
termined by this Act; provided, that the duties 
and authorities of the State Analyst, as herein 
provided, be as follows: The s-cid State Board 
of Viticultural Commissioners shall, at least ten 
days prior to the time and meeting at which the 
said Board will perform their duties os provided 
by this Act, give written notice to the State 
Analyst,whose duty it shall be to advise with said 
Board; aud it shall be the duty of said Board, 
and they are hereby vested with the power— 
whether the State Analyst complies with the 
provisions hereby or not—to comply with the 
provisions hereof. 
Section 8. This Act shall take effect and be in 
force within ninety days after its passage. 
Several changes were made by the com­ 
mittee, and others discussed, to be added 
at a future meeting. Among the additions 
to be made will probably be a clause pro­ 
viding fur some sort of a State stamp. At 
least such seemed to be the sentiment of 
most members of tbe committee, inform­ 
ally expressed after tbe meeting adjourned.

1 have the proud satisfaction of 
knowing that mv constituents indorse the course 
pursued by me during the present session of the 
Legis ature, and 1 have tbe proud satisfaction 
of knowing that the honorable members of this 
Houre have supported, by an overwhelming 
majority, my opposition to the bill and have 
buried it in oblivion. I have already taken up 
too much time in referring to a journal that will 
stoop so low as to misrepresent a member of this 
House, and I do not know but I should have let 
it pas»* unheeded, as the whimpering and whin­ 
ing of a beaten cur.
